President  Markus — In  this  connection,  the  naming  of  a city  for  1931 
which  you  just  voted  on  to  consider  Wednesday  morning,  I wish  to  inform 
you  that  we  have  some  splendid  letters  from  the  Mayor  of  Los  Angeles,  not 
signed  by  his  secretary,  but  a personal  letter  from  him,  and  also  a personal 
letter  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  an  invitation  from  the  President 
of  the  California  Coin  Club  of  Los  Angeles  to  meet  with  them  in  1 93  2.  It 
is  not  very  often  that  a city  asks  to  be  the  meeting  place  in  advance  of  the 
next  meeting  place,  but  it  would  be  wise  to  entertain  that  proposition.  That 
is  to  he  borne  in  mind  by  the  members  so  as  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to 
arrange  something  that  would  be  pleasing  to  them  and  to  all  of  us.  I had 
the  honor  to  assist  in  the  formation  of  the  California  Coin  Club,  I know 
the  members  Individually,  and  I know  what  kind  of  reception  we  will  receive 
there,  although  it  is  a great  distance  from  here  and  perhaps  the  attendance 
would  not  be  the  same  that  it  is  here.  Every  member  of  the  A.  N.  A.  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  would  be  present  so  as  to  make  the  attendance  an  average  one.

We  have  combed  the  East  and  the  Middle  West 
and  the  South  pretty  thoroughly  by  propaganda,  personal  solicitation,  and 
such  as  that,  and  the  future  members  of  the  A.  N.  A.  must  of  necessity  come 
from  the  extreme  West,  where,  I am  happy  to  say,  in  the  last  five  years 
there  has  been  a tremendous  awakening  of  A N A.  activities,  and  if  the 
members  will  bear  this  in  mind,  it  is  an  incentive  perhaps  to  accept  an  invi- 
tation that  is  extended  to  us  in  advance.  That  will  be  brought  ui)  at  the 
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proper  time  for  discussion,  and  also  the  decision  as  to  the  meeting  place  for 
1931  will  be  discussed.  We  will  now  listen  to  the  reports  of  the  various 
officers,  the  first  being  that  of  Paul  M.  Lange,  Curator  and  Librarian.  Is 
Mr.  Lange  present?  We  will  pass  th.it  for  the  time  being.  Another  report 
of  great  importance  to  us  and  one  that  will  attract  your  attention  this  year 
particularly,  is  that  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Mr.  N.  T. 
Thorson.  \\T11  Mr.  Thorson  kindly  read  his  report  to  us? 

IteiMii't  of  the  Cliairinaii  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association: 

My  privilege  of  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  the  past  year  has 
been  a great  pleasure  to  me,  notwithstanding  the  time  required  for  numerous 
details  in  connection  with  the  business  of  this  office.  Communications  have 
been  numerous,  totalling  in  all  over  200,  exchanged  in  the  interest  of  A.  N. 
A.  matters. 

The  monthly  reports  received  from  our  General  Secretary.  Mr.  Wilson,  are 
of  great  interest  to  our  Association.  From  September,  1929,  to  July,  1930. 
each  one  was  a splendid  item  of  progress,  with  the  banner  month  of  Decem- 
ber showing  receipts  of  $1621.00. 

The  reports  from  our  Editor  and  Business  Manager,  including  those  of 
August,  1929,  through  July,  1930,  show  the  splendid  efficiency  and  prompt- 
ness of  Mr.  Duffield  in  handling  the  numerous  details  of  our  official  organ, 
The  NrMis.M.\TisT. 

The  communication  of  President  Markus,  of  September  6,  1929,  carrying 
out  the  wishes  of  the  1928  Rochester  Convention,  granting  an  increase  of 
salary  to  our  Business  Manager  from  $115  to  $125  per  month,  and  that  of 
the  salary  of  our  secretary  from  $250  to  |350  per  year,  received  the  unani- 
mous approval  of  the  board. 

A letter  received  September  7.  1929,  from  our  ex-Chairman,  Mr.  Zerbe,  in 
protest  of  the  $200  charges  paid  for  exhibit  room  guard  protection  at  Chica- 
go. prompted  your  chairman  to  appeal  to  the  Buffalo  committee  to  obtain 
free  police  protection  at  this  convention. 

Mr.  Wormser,  chairman  of  our  publicity  committee,  and  also  chairman  of 
the  coin  purchasing  committee,  has  on  numerous  occasions  given  splendid 
aid  and  advice  to  your  chairman.  His  recommendation  of  October  23,  sug- 
gesting ten  mediums  for  advertising  the  A.  N.  A.  within  the  $300  appropria- 
tion, and  his  further  work  on  the  1930  year  book,  involving  approximately 
$500  receipts,  with  any  deficit  unlikely,  call  for  high  appreciation  by  this 
convention.  Mr.  Wormser's  further  activity  in  adding  to  the  A.  N.  A.  col- 
lection at  the  Smithsonian  Institution  with  the  $7  5 appropriation  voted  at 
Chicago  for  that  purpose  will  be  reported  by  himself. 

The  Board  of  Governors,  when  appealed  to,  have  unanimously  sanctioned 
questions  relative  to  salary  advance,  acTditlonal  show  cases,  convention  place 
and  other  matters,  thus  displaying  harmony  and  co-operation. 

The  prolonged  illness  of  our  President.  Mr.  Markus,  prompted  him  to 
advise  your  Chairman  on  March  17  of  the  temporary  appointment  of  Mr. 
Renaud,  Vice-President,  to  act  for  him.  We  are  happy  to  report  the  recovery 
of  our  worthy  President  and  acknowledge  his  wise  counsels 

Our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Blake,  also  advised  your  chairman  on  April  1st  that, 
owing  to  his  absence  in  Europe  from  May  1 to  August  1,  he  would  desire  to 
have  F.  C.  C.  Boyd,  of  New  York,  act  for  him  temporarily.  Your  chairman 
acknowledged  and  pledged  support  to  these  necessary  changes. 

On  March  26  ex-Chairman  Rapp  forwarded  certain  documents,  namely, 
the  trust  deed  of  The  Numismatist  by  W.  W.  C.  Wilson  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  A.  N.  A.  and  also  the  copyright  perrriit  for  the  1927  membership  book. 
Receipt  of  same  was  acknowledged  and  the  Board  advised  thereof.  May  I 
recommend  that  this  convention  arrange  for  a permanent  place  for  these 
documents. 

Cases  of  controversy  of  some  importance,  numbering  eight,  addressed  to 
your  Chairman,  have  been  apparently  settled  or  dismissed  without  appeal  to 
the  Board  of  flovernors  for  action.  However,  there  remains  one,  the  case  of 
controversy  as  to  the  proper  title  of  control  of  the  Pittsburgh  Coin  Club,  a 
matter  for  this  convention  or  a designated  committee  to  decide  at  the  hear- 
ing of  both  parties  there  present. 

A recommendation  by  Member  O.  B Carlson,  of  Ia)s  Angeles,  Cal.,  that 
the  Ro>al  Coin  Cabinet  of  Copenhagen.  Denmark,  be  granted  a free  sub- 
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scription  to  The  Numismatist  deserves  action  at  this  convention,  to  set  a 
precedent  for  the  future  toward  this  and  other  similar  foreign  requests 

Your  Chairman  closes  with  an  expression  of  thanks  to  the  officers  of  this 
association  for  their  splendid  co-operation  during  my  first  year  as  one  of 
them,  working  to  make  the  A.  N.  A.  bigger  and  better

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  I would  like  to  move  that  the  part  of  the 
Chairman’s  report  referring  to  the  matter  of  the  Pittsburgh  Coin  Club  be  re- 
ferred back  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Mr.  Thorson — I second  the  motion. 

President  Markus — This  is  a very  important  matter,  the  first  one  that  has 
ever  come  up  before  any  convention  since  the  A.  N.  A.  has  been  established. 
My  contention  is  that  instead  of  having  a committee  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  investigate  this,  we  should  refer  it  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  and 
I am  happy  to  say  that  I agree  with  the  Board  of  Governors  and  would  like 
to  leave  it  with  them.  You  have  heard  Mr.  Wormser’s  motion.  Any  re- 
marks? 

Mr.  Gillette — Mr.  Chairman,  wouldn’t  it  be  a good  thing  if  they  would 
state  the  bone  of  contention  so  that  we  might  know  what  it  is  about? 

Mr.  Hunt — I second  the  motion  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors. 

President  Markus — I don’t  like  to  bring  this  report  up  now  unless  it  is 
absolutely  necessary.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors  can  be  left  to 
the  parties  in  controversy.  If  they  are  not  satisfied  with  what  they  agree 
upon,  they  can  make  an  appeal  to  this  convention  after  evidence  on  both  sides 
has  been  heard. 

Mr.  Morse — That  was  the  very  thing  I was  going  to  have  brought  up.  If 
it  is  something  entirely  out  of  the  convention,  why  bring  it  up  at  all? 

President  Markus — Well,  it  is  not,  Mr.  Morse,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
all  matters  like  this  must  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Mr.  Thorson — For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  this — 
and  very  likely  none  of  us  are,  with  the  exception  of  a very  few — I will  say 
this  is  purely  a local  matter,  a controversy  of  a local  nature,  and  should  not 
have  the  attention  nor  take  up  the  time  of  this  convention.  For  that  reason 
it  is  a matter  that  should  be  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  decide. 
But  the  question  came  up  so  late  that  it  could  not  be  settled  by  the  Board 
through  correspondence  before  this  meeting.  Therefore,  it  was  planned  to 
take  it  up  with  the  Board  at  the  Board  meeting  here.  For  that  reason  we 
want  all  those  concerned — the  two  parties  or  the  two  groups  to  the  contro- 
versy— to  be  present.  We  have  set  a meeting  for  next  Wednesday  at  1 
o’clock  for  both  parties  to  be  heard,  and  I don’t  think  that  you  will  require 
any  further  talk  on  the  matter  or  anything  for  the  record. 

Mr.  Rapp — You  have  a motion  and  a second  before  you  that  that  portion 
of  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  be  referred  back 
to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

President  Markus — You  have  heard  the  motion  and  the  second  that  the 
controversy  between  these  two  clubs  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 
(Carried. ) 

President  Markus — Now  comes  a very  important  report  regarding  our 
finances.  Our  esteemed  Treasurer,  George  H.  Blake,  will  kindly  read  his 
report.

$332.33,  plus  $7.42  postage,  making  a total  of  $339.75. 

Against  this  expense,  a total  amount  from  all  sources  of  $213.75  was  re- 
ceived. This  was  distributed  as  follows:

Also  miscellaneous  inquiries,  70,  making  a total  number  of  252  replies. 

These  figures  only  Include  subscriptions  and  renewals  and  membership 
applications  which  have  gone  through  the  office  of  your  committee,  and  it  is 
to  be  borne  in  mind  that  they  do  not  include  such  renewals  and  applications 
as  may  have  gone  direct  to  the  office  of  the  General  Secretary  and  the  Busi- 
ness Manager. 

Your  committee  firmly  believes  that  the  continuation  of  the  advertising 
should  be  a permanent  function  of  the  Association,  as  it  is  the  best  way  to 
gain  publicity  for  numismatics  and  to  make  the  Association  known  among  all 
who  might  be  potential  collectors. 

Furthermore,  the  Association  should  be  helpful  to  its  own  advertisers  in 
The  Nu-mi.s.matist  by  thus  increasing  its  circulation,  and  we  believe  that 
those  who  use  The  Nu.mis.m.\tist  as  advertisers  realize  what  the  Association 
is  doing  in  increasing  its  influence  and  circle  of  readers. 

A special  word  of  thanks  must  be  extended  to  the  dealers,  Messrs.  Bo- 
lender.  Shultz  and  Mr.  Lange,  who  have  permitted  the  use  of  their  cata- 
logues for  the  advertisements  of  the  Association,  and  thereby  have  shown 
a splendid  public  spirit. 
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The  fact  that  other  dealers  have  not  offered  similar  co-operation  is  not 
the  fault  of  your  committee,  as  their  co-operation  was  invited  at  the  same 
time  as  that  of  the  others  who  have  helped. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  publisher  of  the  Philatelic  West,  who  has  given 
us  splendid  space  at  reasonable  rates. 

The  appeal  to  the  book-collecting  public,  to  convert  them  to  the  science  of 
numismatics,  seems  to  have  fallen  entirely  on  barren  grounds. 

If  the  advertising  campaign  is  continued,  your  committee  would  recom- 
mend for  the  following  Association  year  that  the  Association  publish  a notice 
and  an  advertisement  in  a numismatic  directory  which  is  about  to  be  pub- 
lished in  Sweden,  within  the  next  half  year,  and,  of  course,  the  general 
magazine  advertising  along  the  same  lines  as  heretofore.

Has  any  mem- 
ber any  comments  to  make  on  the  subject? 

Mr.  Thorson — Mr.  Chairman,  I move  that  this  Association  accept  the 
splendid  report  of  the  chairman  of  our  Advertising  Committee  and  that,  if 
it  is  in  order,  I move  that  this  committee  be  continued  to  function  as  here- 
tofore. (Seconded  by  Mr.  Schultz  and  carried.  i 

President  Markus — Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I just  noticed  coming  in  the 
door  two  friends  of  ours  of  many  years’  standing — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woolsey,  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.  Will  the  members  kindly  rise  and  show  their  appreciation 
by  such  action?  (All  members  rise.) 

President  Markus — There  is  a report  to  be  read  now  which  is  quite  an  im- 
portant one  to  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  what  has  been  done,  and  Mr. 
Wormser  will  kindly  read  the  report  regarding  the  purchase  of  coins  that 
have  been  placed  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  since  our  meeting  in  Chicago. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Coin  l’urcha.se.s. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  A.  N.  A.: 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  herewith  our  report  of  the  Committee  on  U.  S. 
National  Museum,  Smithsonian  Institution,  loan  exhibition  for  the  past  As- 
sociation year. 

We  report  the  acquisition  of  a total  of  thirty-six  specimens  of  gold,  silver, 
bronze  and  alloy  coins,  which  comprise  all  new  issues  that  have  come  under 
the  notice  of  your  committee,  excepting  very  high-priced  ones,  which  were 
beyond  the  reach  of  our  financial  means.  These  new  issues  have  been  used 
for  illustrations  in  The  Numismatist,  and  then  been  forwarded  to  the  U.  S. 
National  Museum.  Smithsonian  Institution,  to  be  added  to  our  permanent 
loan  exhibition  there. 

The  total  cost  of  these  purchases  has  been  $42.36,  as  per  detailed  list 
submitted  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  previously. 

I again  wish  to  point  out  to  the  Association  that  we  consider  our  coopera- 
tion along  this  line  with  the  U.  S.  National  Museum  as  of  very  great  import- 
ance, as  a manifestation  of  the  national  work  which  our  Association  is  do- 
ing, and  which  at  some  future  time  may  prove  significant  in  impressing 
Congress  of  the  value  of  our  Association. 

The  spirit  of  cooperation  shown  by  the  authorities  of  the  U.  S.  National 
Museum  has  been  most  gratifying  and  encouraging,  and  your  committee 
earnestly  hopes  that  the  Association  will  for  the  current  year  furnish  the 
same  appropriation,  and  will  always  bear  in  mind  the  advisability  of  our 
Association  continuing  these  activities  exactly  along  the  same  lines,  for  the 
promotion  of  numismatics  and  for  the  maintenance  of  our  permanent  exhi- 
bition at  the  U.  S.  National  Museum.

Mr.  Gillette — I would  like  to  ask  how  much  was  the  appropriation? 

Mr.  Wormser — The  apprmpriation  was  .$75. 

President  Markus — Mr,  Wormser  lieing  thoroughly  familiar  with  condi- 
tions, I would  like  to  have  him  make  a motion  for  the  purchase  of  coins  in 
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the  coming  year.  It  would  come  better  from  him,  he  being  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  subject. 

Mr.  Wormser — I would  like  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $100.  That 
does  not  mean  that  we  are  going  to  spend  it.  If  anything  interesting  comes 
up,  I think  it  should  be  added  to  that  collection.  What  I am  particularly 
referring  to  is  that  there  was  a beautiful  set  of  Czecho-Slovakian  gold  coins 
issued  during  the  year.  I could  have  obtained  them  for  around  $40.  But  I 
did  not  feel  justified  in  buying  them,  as  that  would  have  been  a rather  heavy 
draft  on  the  Association’s  appropriation.  If  that  comes  up  again  I would 
like  to  feel  that  we  could  add  it  to  the  collection.  I would  like  to  point  out 
one  thing,  that  the  original  amount  that  started  this  fund  was  the  King 
fund.  I haven’t  the  exact  figures,  but  I think  if  the  Treasurer  would  make 
an  abstract  from  his  records  he  will  find  that  we  did  not  even  go  into  last 
year’s  appropriation.  In  other  words,  if  we  added  the  appropriation  of  last 
year  and  the  year  before  and  the  King  fund,  we  still  haven’t  touched  what 
was  appropriated  last  year. 

A Member — Do  we  understand,  Mr.  President,  that  the  fund  that  has  not 
been  spent  was  available  besides  the  new  amount  voted? 

Mr.  Wormser — No.  I think  that  closes  the  appropriation.  I simply  say 
$100  for  the  year. 

Mr.  Thorson — I want  to  move  that  this  splendid  report  be  accepted  and 
placed  on  file,  as  customary,  and,  in  view  of  our  financial  ability,  to  increase 
this  appropriation  from  $75  a year  to  $100  a year,  and  that  Mr.  Wormser 
be  continued  as  chairman  of  this  committee — that  the  Committee  be  con- 
tinued. 

i^resident  Markus — Any  unexpended  appropriation,  but  include  in  that  “at 
the  discretion  of  the  Chairman”? 

Mr.  Thorson — Yes;  that  is  understood. 

Mr.  Zerbe — I have  recently  visited  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  was 
graciously  received  by  Mr.  Belote,  Curator  of  the  National  Collection.  He 
and  other  officers  of  the  Smithsonian  seemed  much  pleased  that  we  were  co- 
operating with  them,  and  I am  satisfied  that  in  any  way  we  can  contribute 
to  our  collection  there,  our  contribution  will  prove  an  investment  productive 
of  dividends  for  the  future.  (Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Gillette  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Lloyd,  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Papers  to  be  read  before  this  convention,  he  has  turned  some  of 
them  over  to  Mr.  Wormser.  Mr.  Wormser  has  several  and  we  would  like 
to  hear  them. 

Mr.  Wormser — I want  to  say  that  Mr.  Lloyd  certainly  deserves  congraula- 
tions  for  his  fine  work  on  the  Committee  on  Papers,  and  it  is  a very  pleasant 
sensation  for  me  to  read  papers  to  you  that  I didn’t  have  to  do  a stroke  of 
work  to  get. 

(A  paper  on  “Eagles  on  Old  Paper  Money,”  by  Miss  C.  Elizabeth  Wismer, 
of  Hatfield,  Pa.,  was  read.) 

Mr.  Gillette — I move  that  we  extend  our  thanks  to  Miss  Wismer  for  this 
paper.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — We  have  with  us  today  Mr.  Schultz,  of  Cincinnati,  who 
has  a paper  to  read  in  person.  Mr.  Schultz,  will  you  please  come  forward. 

(Mr.  Schultz  read  a paper  on  “Westerlings  and  Osterlings.”) 

Mr.  Gillette — Mr.  President,  I move  that  this  paper  be  accepted  with  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — Mr.  Wormser,  have  you  another  paper  to  read? 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  I have  a paper  here,  I notice,  from  the  pen 
of  one  of  our  old  convention  standbys.  You  can  always  rely  on  George  A. 
Pipes  to  give  us  an  interesting  paper.  I don’t  know  what  is  in  it,  but  I 
know  it  is  going  to  be  interesting. 

(A  paper  on  “How  Not  To  Do  It,”  by  George  A.  Pipes  was  read.) 

Mr.  Gillette — I move  that  this  paper  be  received  with  a vote  of  thanks. 
(Seconded  and  carried  by  a rising  vote.) 

President  Markus — The  reason  I requested  a rising  vote  is  that  when  I 
had  the  grievous  position  of  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Papers  for  a 
number  of  years  I invited  George  Pipes  to  write  a paper  that  I could  read  to 
the  convention,  if  he  could  not  come  in  person.  He  forwarded  such  a de- 
lightful paper,  the  first  one  I received,  that  I visited  him  two  years  ago  on 
my  numismatic  pleasure  trip  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  I found  him  a young 
lawyer.  He  had  a nice  collection,  and,  contrary  to  the  usual  collector,  when 
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he  showed  you  a coin,  or  acquired  one,  he  never  bought  another  one  until 
he  knew  all  about  the  first  one.  He  looked  up  encyclopedias,  information 
of  all  kinds,  until  he  had  the  history  of  that  coin  at  his  tongue’s  end  and 
defied  anybody  to  trip  him  up.  That  is  a real  collector.  So,  in  forming  his 
collection,  he  found  what  the  difficulties  were,  and  that  is  the  result — the 
paper  on  “How  Not  To  Do  It.”  That  is  my  personal  opinion  of  George  A. 
Pipes  from  my  several  visits  with  him.  I have  a number  of  communications 
to  read  to  the  convention. 

(President  Markus  read  letters  of  regret  at  their  inability  to  attend  from 
Thomas  O.  Mabbott,  New  York  City;  F.  D.  Langenheim,  of  Philadelphia;  J. 
J.  Gonzales,  of  Atlanta;  Ludger  Gravel,  of  Montreal;  C.  E.  Briggs,  of  Lisbon, 
Iowa;  S.  H.  Chapman,  of  Philadelphia;  George  S.  Godard,  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
and  Ernest  Cerney,  of  Denver,  Col.) 

Mr.  Gillette — Mr.  Chairman,  I move  that  these  communications  all  be 
accepted  and  placed  on  file  and  that  our  President  or  Secretary  answer  them 
and  extend  our  best  wishes. 

Mr.  Wormser — May  I suggest  as  an  amendment  that  Mr.  Grinnell  be  also 
included  on  account  of  the  severe  accident  his  daughter  suffered? 

Mr.  Gillette — I accept  the  amendment.  (Motion  seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — Has  any  member  anything  to  offer?  Our  time  is  get- 
ting limited.  If  you  have  anything  to  present  to  this  convention  before  we 
adjourn,  now  is  the  proper  time. 

Mr.  Hardwick — In  regard  to  the  reference  Mr.  Zerbe  made  to  the  exhibit 
in  the  National  Museum.  I work  for  the  Southern  Railway  where  I live  in 
Atlanta  and  I never  fail  to  tell  the  bank  cashier,  or  even  the  school  teachers 
or  school  children  about  that  exhibit.  It  is  a grand  thing  and  I try  to  make 
it  known  and  advertise  it  as  much  as  I can. 

President  Markus — I will  appoint  as  a committee  to  audit  the  books  of 
George  H.  Blake,  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Philpott,  Mr.  Rapp  and  Mr.  Freeman; 
and  as  a committee  to  audit  the  books  of  Secretary  Wilson,  Mr.  Morse,  Mr. 
Moore  and  Dr.  Henderson. 

Mr.  Moore — Will  you  excuse  me,  Mr.  President? 

Mr.  Morse — I should  also  like  to  be  excused. 

Mr.  Thorson — Mr.  Chairman.  I have  already  appointed  a committee  to  go 
over  the  books  of  our  Business  Manager,  and  I have  their  report  here.

President  Markus — The  meeting  will  please  come  to  order.  The  first  or- 
der of  business  will  be  the  President’s  address; 

The  President’s  Ad<lress. 

Members  of  the  A.  N.  A.  and  Friends: 

Put  me  off  at  Buffalo!  And  lo  and  behold!  we  are  here.  As  guests  of 
the  Buffalo  Numismatic  Association  we  meet  here  to  work  and  play  with 
them,  make  new  friends,  and  when  we  depart  to  our  several  homes  we  will 
realize  “that  it  is  good  to  have  been  here.”  The  Buffalo  Numismatic  Asso- 
ciation is  one  of  the  youngest  clubs  to  affiliate  with  us.  This  is  our  first 
visit  with  them,  and  I sincerely  hope  it  will  not  be  the  last  one.  May  you 
wax  in  membership  and  grow  strong  is  our  sincere  wish! 

We  are  financially  very  strong,  as  will  be  evidenced  by  reports  from  the 
various  officers.  The  report  of  F.  G.  Duffield,  Business  Manager  of  The 
Ni  mism.vtist,  wdll  show  a balance  of  15,667.28,  a creditable  showing  of  in- 
creasing prosperity.

If  any  member 
desires  to  present  any  resolution,  now  is  a good  opportunity,  and  I have  been 
told  Mr.  Duffleld  has  one  to  present. 

Mr.  Duffleld — I haven’t  a resolution,  Mr.  President. 

President  Markus — Whatever  you  have. 

Mr.  Duffleld — I have  the  reputation  of  being  able  to  start  something  at 
every  convention,  and  I am  not  going  to  disappoint  you  this  moining,  but  I 
know  you  will  all  agree  with  me  in  this  matter.  I want  to  offer  an  amend- 
ment to  the  by-laws  on  two  matters  which  will  come  under  one  amendment. 
The  substance  of  one  amendment  is  to  fix  an  age  limit  for  applicants  for 
membership  J the  other  feature  is  to  provide  that  all  applications  foi  mem- 
bership from  numismatic  societies  must  file  with  the  General  Secretary  a copy 
of  their  constitution  and  by-laws. 

Article  II.  Section  1,  reads  as  follows:  “Application  for  active  or  corpo- 
rate membership  shall  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary,  on  a special  foim 
furnished  by  him,  which  shall  state  the  applicant’s  name,  address,  age,  occu- 
pation and  date  of  application.”  „ 

Here  I move  that  we  insert  a sentence  reading:  Applicants  tor  active 
membership  must  be  at  least  21  years  of  age.  Applications  of  numismatic 
clubs  and  societies  for  corporate  membership  must  be  accompanied  by  a copy 
of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  organization.” 

If  that  amendment  is  seconded,  I would  like  to  make  a few  remarks  on  it. 

Mr.  Thorson — Seconded.  , , 

President  Markus — It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution  lie  con- 
sidered by  the  convention  as  a whole.  Any  remarks?  , 

Mr  Wormser — Mr  President,  these  are  two  distinct  questions.  Mould  it 
not  be  better  to  take  them  up  separately?  One  relates  to  corporate  member- 
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The  discussion  on  the  two  is  en- 


ship,  and  the  other  relates  to  age  limit, 
tirely  different. 

Mr.  Duffleld — It  is  entirely  satisfactory  to  me  to  take  them  up  separately 
President  Markus— All  right,  Mr.  Duffleld.  You  can  take  whichever  you 
wish  hrst. 

take  the  age  limit  first.  It  has  become  apparent  to 
me  during  the  last  two  or  three  years  that  we  are  getting  a number  of  mem- 
bers in  the  Association  who  are  considerably  under  21  years  of  age,  and  I 
think  we  should  keep  this  an  adults’  organization.  If  21  years  seems  to  be 
a little  too  high,  I am  perfectly  willing  to  make  it  20,  19  or  even  18.  But  I 
do  think  that  we  ought  not  to  admit  children  as  members  of  the  A.  N A. 
and  we  do  have  some  children  who  are  active  members.  If  anyone  wants 
to  enter  objection  to  that,  I will  be  glad  to  hear  it. 

Mr.  Clark  Mr.  Duffleld.  may  I ask  what  is  the  objection  to  anybody  be- 
coming a member  under  21  years  old?  I am  speaking  of  our  club.  Two  of 
D'ost  active  members  that  we  have  are  boys.  One  of  them  is  about  16 
and  the  other  is  17.  They  sent  in  their  applications  this  year  to  the  A.  N A. 
I don’t  see  why  you  want  to  discourage  in  any  way  the  younger  fellows  If 
a young  fellow  is  starting  in.  is  interested  in  collecting  coins  and  you  dis- 
courage him  before  21,  if  he  does  not  get  that  application  through  at  16  the 
chances  are  he  is  going  to  drop  it. 

President  Markus — With  reference  to  any  member  that  wishes  to  speak 
on  this  subject — our  time  is  limited — I think  this  should  go  to  the  Resolu- 
tions Committee  where  it  can  be  fully  discussed. 

Mr.  Duffleld  So  far  as  time  goes,  it  will  take  just  as  long  to  discuss  it 
when  we  pt  the  resolution  from  the  Resolutions  Committee  as  now  I would 

the  New  York  Numismatic  Club  has  an  age  limit 
Mp  Wormser— The  New  York  Numismatic  Club  has  an  age  limit  of  21 
and  the  question  came  up  at  one  of  our  recent  meetings  to  change  it  and  it 
was  decided  not  to.  Of  course,  as  against  that,  I think  any  member  of  the 
Association  is  in  much  closer  contact  with  the  government  of  the  Associa- 
tion  than  a member  of  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club  organization  would 
be.  With  a small  membership  it  might  make  quite  a difference.  As  a point 
ot  information,  I would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Duffleld— I didn’t  go  over  the  con- 
stitution  very  carefully,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  we  have  a clause  in  there 
that  21  is  our  age  limit.  How  is  that,  Mr.  WTlson?  W^e  had  some  corre- 
spondence  on  that.  Is  there  not  a clause  in  there  somewhere  that  says  21 
IS  the  age  limit?

Mr  W ilson-  -I  think  it  started  in  Montreal  years  ago,  and  we  objected  to 
somebody,  and  I wrote,  I think,  to  Mr.  Duffleld  and  asked  if  I should  accept 
another  application  of  one  w’ho  was  of  about  the  same  age,  and  I think  the 
reply  was  that  they  had  taken  down  the  bars  there  and  they  thought  they 
might  just  as  well  go  one  and  take  in  young  blood.  Personally,  I think  it  is 
a good  Idea  to  take  young  men  in  at  a tender  age,  because  there  are  few 
eiioph  of  them  interested  in  old  coins  now^adays,  and  if  you  can  get  them 
while  they  are  young  it  is  a mighty  good  thing  in  my  opinion

hich  he  feels  is  proper  and  have  it  discussed  in  open  session.  That  is  why 
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we  come  hundreds  of  miles  to  attend  open  sessions  of  the  convention  at 
which  matters  of  this  kind  can  be  discussed.  I don’t  see  why  we  should 
refer  it  to  the  Resolutions  Committee.  In  fact,  I think  it  is  entirely  out  of 
order  to  refer  it  to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

Mr.  Gillette — Mr.  President.  I think  we  all  recognize  the  desirability  of 
having  young  blood  enter  our  organization,  but  a minor  is  not  liable  for  the 
payment  of  debts.  You  should  supplement  your  motion  that  a parent  or 
guardian  should  guarantee  the  payments  of  his  dues. 

Mr.  Duffield — 'That  is  not  the  on'y  question. 

President  Markus — The  point  of  order  that  Dr.  Henderson  raised  will  be 
sustained  by  the  Chair.  It  is  not  a matter  pertinent  to  be  referred  to  the 
Resolutions  Committee.  We  must  conclude  this  discussion  by  11  o’clock, 
because  we  have  business  set  for  that  time.  I recognize  any  member  that 
wishes  to  talk  on  this  subject. 

Mr.  Bauer — Mr.  President,  I did  not  understand  that  this  was  a resolu- 
tion to  amend  the  constitution.  Therefore  I withdraw  my  motion. 

Mr.  Boyer — I am  absolutely  against  this  motion  or  resolution,  whatever 
you  call  it. 

Dr.  Henderson — Mr.  Chairman,  I am  very  much  in  favor  of  this  motion. 
I think  it  has  sound  thought  and  good  sense  back  of  it.  This  is  a corpora- 
tion. Any  member  can  sue  or  be  sued.  We  have  a legal  status  here  that 
must  be  considered.  If  a member  comes  in,  he  must  be  responsible,  as  I am. 
You  cannot  make  a minor  responsible.  This  resolution  should  pass,  I be- 
lieve. I also  believe — this  is  on  the  spur  of  the  moment — these  young  men 
folks  should  be  provided  for  in  a special  clause  in  our  constitution,  creating 
a special  junior  membership  of  some  kind. 

Mr.  Duffield — Mr.  President,  I would  like  to  go  a little  further.  This 
matter  was  brought  to  my  attention  very  forcibly  about  three  or  four  months 
ago. 

(Mr.  Duffield  read  clippings  from  a newspaper  showing  that  two  of  our 
members  were  about  11  or  12  years  of  age.) 

I am  heartily  in  favor  of  keeping  this  an  adults’  organization,  and  I would 
like  to  see  this  amendment  to  the  by-laws  pass.  I think  it  should  be  passed. 

Mr.  Philpott — When  we  organized  our  club  down  in  Dallas  some  three 
years  ago,  this  matter  of  an  age  limit  came  up.  Without  hesitation  we  set 
the  age  limit  at  21. 

Mr.  Chapman — When  you  take  these  boys  in  I find  they  sometimes  use  our 
organization  as  a reference  and  to  establish  credit,  and  I think  when  we 
take  boys  who  are  irresponsible  into  our  organization  we  are  treading  on 
very  dangerous  ground.  If  we  don’t  have  boys  we  don’t  have  older  members 
as  time  passes  on,  I am  perfectly  willing  to  admit,  but  I think  there  ought 
to  be  a limit  set. 

Dr.  Henderson — Are  we  in  order?  I think  I am  out  of  order  myself.  This 
amendment  to  the  constitution  I believe  is  to  be  laid  over  one  year  before 
it  is  discussed. 

Mr.  Duffield — Doctor,  it  is  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws  and  in  a way 
it  may  be  out  of  order.  The  whole  proposition  may  be  out  of  order.  Section 
13  of  Article  8 says  the  by-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time  by 
a three-fifths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  Board  of  Governors  itself 
has  power  to  alter  the  by-laws,  but  as  the  A.  N.  A.  is  greater  than  the  Board 
of  Governors,  I think  this  convention  also  has  the  power. 

President  Markus — I think  the  constitution  and  by-laws  provide  that 
while  a convention  is  in  session  it  can  alter  the  constitution  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  the  by-laws  at  any  meeting,  and  it  only  applies  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  when  the  convention  is  not  in  session.  So  it  is  proper  procedure 
for  the  convention  to  take  this  up  and  not  pass  it  on  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. 

Mr.  Clark — In  our  club  the  age  limit  for  the  regular  members  is  18. 
Then  we  have  a junior  membership  who  have  no  voice  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  club  whatever. 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  my  remarks  are  probably  along  the  same 
lines  as  other  remarks  that  have  bc.n  made.  In  the  first  place,  as  to  the 
convention  having  the  right  to  pass  ihis,  I don’t  believe  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors wants  to  inflict  at  any  time  .iny  by-laws  on  the  Association  that  the 
convention  does  not  approve  of,  and  we  would  rather  have  the  amendments 
come  from  the  convention  than  from  the  Board  of  Governors.  I strongly 
feel  that  a boy  who  wants  to  become  a member  of  the  Association  should 
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not  be  discouraged.  By  the  time  he  becomes  21  be  may  have  lost  all  inter- 
est in  numismatics  if  he  is  discouraged.  But  there  is  the  question  of  re- 
sponsibility. I realize  that  fully,  and  most  organizations  do  have  an  age 
limit.  As  for  my  own  views  in  the  matter,  I think  the  amendment  should 
pass.  At  the  same  time  we  should  also  establish  provisions  for  junior  mem- 
berships who  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  members,  except  that 
they  cannot  hold  office  and  cannot  vote.  As  for  irresponsible  men  coming  in- 
to our  organization,  our  organization  is  spread  all  over  the  country,  but 
heaven  help  the  dealer  who  relies  on  the  mere  fact  of  the  man  being  a 
member  of  the  Association!  He  has  got  to  do  his  own  credit  investigation. 
We  cannot  guarantee  anybody’s  credit.  If  Mr.  Duffield  would  be  satisfied 
with  that  as  a further  proposition,  that  we  create  a junior  membership,  I 
am  in  favor  of  Mr.  Duffield’s  restriction.  But  I would  like  to  see  a further 
clause  drafted  providing  for  junior  membership. 

Mr.  Duffield — I don’t  entirely  agree  with  all  that  Mr.  Wormser  has  said 
about  discouraging  a boy  by  not  taking  him  into  the  Association.  If  he 
realizes  that  this  is  an  adults’  organization  and  that  children  are  not  admit- 
ted, he  ought  to  be  willing  to  wait  until  he  is  of  the  proper  age.  If  he  is  the 
right  kind  of  boy,  we  will  find  him  waiting  at  the  door  when  he  is  21.  As 
for  the  junior  branch,  I don’t  know  that  I have  any  objection  to  that.  I 
haven’t  given  that  any  thought.  But  I think  the  proposition  that  I offered 
should  be  considered  strictly  on  its  merits,  regardless  of  the  junior  organ- 
ization. If  you  want  to  take  the  matter  up  afterward  I have  no  objection 
to  offer. 

Mr.  Thorson — I coincide  with  Mr.  Wormser’s  remarks  in  reference  to 
junior  members.  However,  the  outstanding  feature  that  ought  to  be  taken 
into  consideration  is  this:  The  American  Numismatic  Association  is  a Fed- 
eral incorporated  organization.  As  I understand  it,  there  are  only  three 
Federal  corporations  of  this  kind  that  are  incorporated  by  a Federal  charter. 
The  point  that  Mr.  Duffield  raises  is,  do  we  want  the  general  public,  that 
does  not  know  that  we  are  one  of  the  three  Federal  incorporated  concerns, 
to  get  the  impression  that  this  is  a kid  organization?  These  boys  have  ac- 
cess to  the  local  clubs,  but  I don’t  think  we  ought  to  take  juniors  into  this 
organization.  I believe  the  age  limit  of  21  ought  to  be  set.  Mr.  Wormser, 
our  chairman  of  publicity,  has  much  experience  in  advertising  in  kid  publi- 
cations and  other  publications,  and  gets  this  information,  no  doubt,  that 
juniors  would  like  to  belong  to  our  organization.  He  is  closer  in  touch, 
undoubtedly,  with  the  juniors  than  any  of  us.  Nevertheless  I am  in  favor 
of  the  age  limit  of  21  for  the  A.  N.  A. 

Mr.  Duffield — I think  it  is  generally  understood  that  if  a boy  wants  to  col- 
lect coins  and  wants  to  subscribe  for  the  magazine,  we  are  entirely  willing 
that  he  should  do  that,  but  I do  think  he  should  wait  until  he  is  21  before 
he  makes  application  for  membership. 

Mr.  Boyer — If  we  do  not  want  boys  in  this  organization,  why  are  we  spend- 
ing money  on  advertising  in  the  boys’  magazines? 

Mr.  Duffield — We  are  advertising  nothing  but  The  Nu.mis.\i.\tist  in  the 
boys’  magazines. 

Mr.  Sears — I have  been  a member  of  this  Association  for  a good  many 
years;  so  has  Frank  Duffield.  All  I have  to  say  is  that  I never  heard  Frank 
Duffield  propose  any  radical  change  that  I did  not  consider  was  for  the  good 
of  the  Association.  I don’t  think  that  he  has  lost  his  mind  now,  and,  fur- 
thermore. I think  that  this  question  could  wait  another  year,  without  any 
trouble,  until  it  has  been  well  thought  over. 

Mr.  Wilson — If  you  are  going  to  put  the  bars  up  against  youth,  now  is  the 
time  to  do  it.  It  is  up  to  me  to  turn  them  down.  If  you  wait  a year,  you 
will  get  a flock  of  youngsters  in.  In  it  just  as  you  say.  If  you  advertise  in 
the  youths’  magazines  you  will  get  youthful  members.  Some  applications 
come  to  me  and  they  don’t  give  the  age  at  all.  I would  impress  upon  the 
members  now  to  please  get  the  age  of  the  applicant. 

'' oi'niser — Mr.  President,  may  I ask  two  questions?  I want  to  ask 
Mr.  Wilson  whether  he  has  any  idea  how  many  members  we  have  less  than 
21  years  old? 

Mr.  W’ilson — I would  say  there  are  only  about  20  or  25  all  told. 

Mr.  Wormser — Then  I would  like  to  ask  whether  anvbody  knows  what  the 
American  Philatelic  Society  does  in  that  respect?  I think  they  have  a 
junior  membership. 

Mr.  Thorson  -In  replying  to  Mr.  Wormser’s  remark,  between  the  .\meri- 
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can  Philatelic  Society  and  the  American  Numismatic  Association  the  dift’er- 
ence  is  so  great  that  you  cannot  compare  them.  The  former  is  recognized 
as  a kid  club,  a kid  organization.  Of  course,  juniors  and  eiders  belong. 
The  officers,  of  course,  are  adults,  but  it  is  recognized  as  a junior  organiza- 
tion more  than  it  is  a senior  organization,  I belonged  to  it  for  years. 

President  Markus — I think  it  is  very  well  to  express  our  own  opinions 
and  vote  accordingly,  regardless  of  what  some  other  organization  does,  be- 
cause none  of  them  bear  the  same  relation  that  we  do  to  the  general  public 
and  the  United  States  Government. 

Mr.  Duffleld — I was  about  to  say  the  same  thing  as  Mr.  Thorson  said.  I 
don’t  think  we  should  compare  the  A.  N.  A.  with  the  American  Philatelic 
Society,  because  I think  there  are  more  boys  collecting  stamps  than  there  are 
adults. 

President  Markus — Does  anybody  else  wish  to  make  any  remarks  on  this 
before  we  act? 

Mr.  Wormser — I should  like  to  have  somebody  point  out  a reason  why  we 
should  not  have  a junior  membership. 

President  Markus — You  can  bring  that  up  of  your  own  volition  later  on. 

Mr.  Wormser — On  the  other  resolution? 

President  Markus — Yes.  Any  further  remarks? 

Mr.  Bauer — There  is  nothing  in  our  constitution  that  prevents  our  taking 
these  minors  in.  is  there? 

President  Markus — I do  not  think  so. 

Mr.  Bauer — As  an  incorporated  body  can  we  take  them  in  that  way? 

President  Markus — Of  course,  the  constitution  is  something  entirely  diff- 
erent from  the  by-laws.  We  cannot  change  the  constitution  as  readily  as 
we  can  change  the  by-laws.  We  are  not  changing  the  constitution.  We  are 
changing  the  by-laws. 

Mr.  Duffleld — Article  2 of  the  by-laws,  page  20. 

Mr.  Bauer — I think  a limit  of  18  years  might  be  a compromise.  That 
would  admit  fairly  young  members,  and  still  not  admit  boys  of  9,  10  and  12 
years,  to  whom  objection  is  made. 

President  Markus — The  question  is  on  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Chapman — I can’t  help  mentioning  what  1 saw  in  a London  paper. 
The  question  was  asked.  “Why  is  Charlie  Chaplin  so  popular?”  The  answer 
was,  “Because  he  did  with  impunity  everything  that  he  was  told  not  to  do.” 
If  a boy  is  not  to  have  membership  in  our  Association  untii  he  becomes  21. 
I don’t  think  that  is  going  to  discourage  him.  If  it  is  put  off  two  or  three 
years,  he  will  say;  “Here  is  an  organization  worth  getting  into,  and  I will 
get  into  it  as  soon  as  I can.” 

Mr.  Zerbe — Mr.  President,  I doubt  if  any  of  our  members  have  been  more 
active  in  encouraging  youth  on  the  subject  of  numismatics  than  I have  been 
during  the  past  twenty-five  years,  and  I would  like  to  see  youth  encouraged. 
But  this  question  arises:  When  Congress  favored  us  with  a charter  they 
naturally  believed  that  they  were  dealing  with  a body  of  legal  competents. 
In  taking  those  under  legal  age  into  our  membership  we  invite  the  possi- 
bility— not  the  probability,  but  the  possibility — of  minors  becoming  the 
dominating  factors  of  the  organization.  It  is  not  a probability  at  ali.  but 
you  see  the  gates  are  open  as  a possibility 

Dr.  Henderson — I simply  raise  again  the  question  that  I raised  in  the  first 
place.  This  is  a corporate  body.  We  haven’t  any  right — some  of  these 
lawyers  probably  can  tell  you  that  better  than  I can — to  take  into  member- 
ship a minor.  We  have  neglected  to  limit  our  membership  age,  but  our 
mistake  has  been  in  the  past  in  not  providing  for  this  junior  membership 
that  we  should  have.  But  this  question  I don’t  think  should  be  raised  in 
connection  with  the  creation  of  a junior  membership.  I am  very  much  in 
favor  of  a junior  membership,  but  that  is  an  entirely  separate  question  that 
I think  we  shouid  decide  on  its  merits,  and  the  other  can  be  taken  up  after 
this  is  disposed  of. 

President  Markus — Let  the  stenographer  note  that  I have  suspended  the 
time,  turned  back  the  clock,  because  there  is  other  business  due.  Now  I 
wouid  like  to  have  this  settied. 

Several  Members — Question. 

Mr.  Thorson — Seconded. 

(Mr.  Duffleld  re-reads  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  by-laws.) 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  I would  like  to  raise  a question  of  order 
here.  I do  not  think  that  is  (he  proper  way  to  approach  it.  You  are  putting 
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something  in  here  qualifying  membership.  I don’t  think  it  belongs  in  that 
clause.  'This  is  just  a point  of  order;  I am  not  differing  from  Mr.  Duffleld. 
This  should  go  into  the  part  of  the  constitution  where  active  members  are 
defined.  I don’t  think  it  is  a question  of  by-laws.  I think  it  is  a question 
who  constitute  the  active  members  and  who  are  active  members. 

President  Markus — The  Chair  will  rule  that  we  cannot  take  any  action 
today  regarding  any  amendment  or  contemplated  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution. This  is  purely  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws. 

Mr.  Wormser — I would  like  to  point  out,  with  all  due  deference  to  the 
Chair,  that  the  Chair  is  wrong.  Article  9 of  the  Constitution  says  “Amend- 
ments.” This  the  charter  has  granted  to  us,  and  we  changed  our  constitu- 
tion as  originally  drafted  w'hen  w'e  provided  for  corporate  and  life  members. 
Article  9 reads:  “This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  a conven- 
tion of  the  Association  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting 
for  such  alteration  or  amendment.  All  amendments  shall  go  into  effect 
upon  official  announcement  of  the  result  of  such  a vote  in  the  official  paper.” 
We  have  a right  to  change  the  constitution  right  here. 

President  Markus — I think  Dr.  Henderson  raised  the  point  that  we  must 
have  an  interval  of  one  year  between  the  presentation  of  the  resolution  and 
the  adoption. 

Mr.  Duffleld — I have  pointed  but  two  or  three  different  times  that  this  is 
not  an  amendment  to  the  constitution.  It  is  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws. 

Mr.  Wormser — But  it  should  be. 

Mr.  Gillette — Does  not  this  follow,  that  Article  2 of  the  constitution  should 
be  amended  in  order  to  provide  for  junior  membership? 

Mr.  Duffleld — I have  not  said  a word  about  junior  membership  in  my 
amendment — not  a single  word. 

Members — Question. 

President  Markus — Your  advice  as  a lawyer  is  of  great  weight,  but  this  is 
not  an  amendment  to  the  constitution. 

Mr.  Gillette — If  we  provide  for  junior  members,  we  ought  to  amend  not 
only  the  by-laws,  but  the  constitution. 

President  Markus — It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  by-laws  be  adopted.  All  in  favor  say  Aye.  (Ayes)  Con- 
trary? (One  “No”. ) 

Mr.  Duffleld — The  other  feature  ought  not  to  consume  much  time.  “Ap- 
plications of  numismatic  clubs  and  societies  for  corporate  membership  must 
be  accompanied  by  a copy  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  organiza- 
tion.” That  is  a very  simple  matter,  and  before  the  convention  is  over  I 
think  we  will  be  shown  that  such  a provision  is  very  desirable.  I do  not 
think  we  ought  to  accept  an  application  from  a numismatic  organization  un- 
less we  have  a copy  of  its  constitution  and  by-laws;  and  if  the  organization 
hasn’t  by-laws  and  a constitution,  they  should  immediately  get  busy  and 
have  one  before  they  make  application  for  membership  in  the  A.  N.  A.  I 
make  that  a motion. 

Mr.  Thorson — Second  the  motion. 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  Chairman,  I think  we  are  asking  something  that  is 
impossible  and  impractical  and  unfair.  Corporations  are  not  asked  to  sub- 
mit their  full  constitution  and  by-laws  in  any  instance  where  they  are  doing 
business.  They  only  show  a resolution  that  the  officers  are  duly  authorized 
according  to  the  by-laws  and  submit  an  extract  from  those  by-laws. 

Mr.  Duffleld — I don’t  think  Mr.  Wormser  fully  understood  the  reading  of 
this^  proposed  amendment.  This  refers  strictly  to  numismatic  societies.  I 
don’t  think  we  should  accept  any  as  members  of  the  A.  N.  A.  unless  they 
have  a constitution  and  by-laws. 

Mr.  Thorson— -Mr.  Chairman.  I l)elieve  this  refers  to  small  organizations, 
sniall  numismatic  bodies,  and  we  should  be  protected  on  that  score,  and  I 
think  Mr.  Duffleld  is  right  in  asking  for  this  alteration  of  the  by-laws.  That 
does  not  necessitate  a demand  upon  the  larger  associations  or  numismatic 
societies  that  would  apply  for  membership.  I move  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment. 

Several  Members — Question 

President  Markus — \ou  have  heard  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  l)v- 
laws.  All  in  favor  say  Aye.  (Ayes.)  Contrary?  One  “No”.) 

Mr.  Zerbe  We  have  with  us  a representative  of  the  Los  .Angeles  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  .Mr.  Harry  H Main,  and  he  desires  to  catch  a train,  and 
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if  it  is  in  order,  Mr.  President,  it  will  be  a pleasure  for  me  to  know  that  Mr. 
Main  was  heard  by  the  Convention  in  a brief  talk. 

President  Markus — The  hour  of  11  o’clock  has  now  arrived  and  the  pres- 
ent order  of  business  is  a convention  place  for  1931,  but  as  the  gentleman 
wishes  to  catch  a train,  and  his  subject  will  be  that  of  a meeting  place  for 
1932,  we  will  hear  him.  There  are  several  members  here  who  are  thorough- 
ly conversant  with  that  situation,  having  been  there  recently.  I have  been 
on  the  ground  also,  but  I will  not  take  up  your  time  to  say  anything,  but 
call  on  the  gentleman,  Mr.  Main,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Understand  distinctly  that  this  does  not  pertain  to  the  next  meeting  place 
for  1931.  The  unprecedented  situation  has  come  up  where  two  years  in 
advance  a city  has  been  heard  from. 

Mr.  Main — Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Association:  I will  be  very 
brief.  I bring  you  greetings  this  morning  from  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  California  Coin  Club.  Both  organizations  are  desirous 
of  having  you  meet  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  in  1932  during  the  Olympic 
Games,  and  in  furtherance  of  the  success  of  that  meeting  the  Convention 
Department  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  circularize  your 
membership,  under  our  postage,  to  increase  attendance.  We  will  furnish 
you  your  badges,  your  program,  and  a sightseeing  trip  of  the  city,  and  I am 
sure  that  the  California  Club  will  do  its  share  in  rounding  out  the  program. 

We  believe  that  all  national  organizations  should  be  national  in  scope  as 
well  as  in  name,  and  therefore  extend  the  hand  of  comradeship  and  coopera- 
tion across  the  country  occasionally.  There  are  thirteen  millions  of  people 
west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  a very  important  part  of  the  same  country  that 
you  all  live  in,  the  same  flag  floats  over  us  all,  and  if  you  come  to  California 
and  Los  Angeles  in  193  2,  although  I have  not  been  at  your  other  meetings, 
I am  sure  it  will  prove  to  be  the  finest  that  you  have  ever  had  in  the  history 
of  your  organization.  I thank  you. 

President  Markus — That  will  be  discussed  later  on  after  we  have  settled 
the  pending  business  as  required  by  the  resolution  adopted  yesterday.  Nom- 
inations are  in  order  for  the  next  convention  place.  This  selection  is  not 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  convention,  save  and  excepting  by  the  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  which  consent  is  generally  given.  Any  requests  or 
nominations  for  1931? 

Mr.  Schultz — I have  allowed  myself  to  be  persuaded  by  the  Ohio  members 
to  invite  this  Association  to  meet  in  Cincinnati  in  1931.  I have  here  a 
handful  of  telegrams  that  are  promises  of  what  the  hotels  will  do — a tele- 
gram from  the  Mayor  of  Cincinnati,  Russell  Wilson;  a telegram  from  the 
chairman  of  the  Hotel  Association;  a telegram  from  one  of  our  members, 
Mr.  Brand,  and  others 

(Mr.  Schultz  described  in  detail  the  advantages  of  Cincinnati  as  the  next 
meeting  place  ) 

Mr.  Wilson — I promised  Dr.  Bateman,  of  Toronto,  that  I would  bring  this 
up  before  the  convention  this  year,  the  invitation  to  come  to  Toronto. 

President  Markus — Now  that  Toronto  has  been  mentioned,  I have  letters 
from  other  cities — one  from  New  Orleans,  where  they  have  no  local  numis- 
matic club;  others  merely  from  tourist  or  convention  organizations. 

Mr.  Freeman — The  Cleveland  club  will  support  Cincinnati,  and  I know 
that  all  Ohio  will. 

President  Markus — The  Cleveland  club  seconds  Cincinnati  for  the  next 
convention  place. 

Mr.  Kabealo — As  a member  of  the  Youngstown  Numismatic  Club,  I invite 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  to  meet  in  convention  at  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  which  is  a southern  point  and  would  be  a little  deviation  from  former 
conventions,  which  have  been  held  along  the  Lake  Shore. 

President  Markus — Any  other  suggestions? 

Dr.  Henderson — I have  lieen  spoken  to  regarding  the  possibilities  of  pro- 
viding a convention  for  Ohio  the  coming  year.  I did  not  know  that  the  Ohio 
members  had  gotten  together  so  closely  on  the  proposition.  I think  I am  as 
familiar  with  Ohio  as  any  member  there.  I don’t  believe  this  Association 
could  select  a better  city  in  the  country  than  Cincinnati  for  its  1931  conven- 
tion I could  give  some  very  good  reasons  why  that  should  be  so.  We  have 
a great  many  very  interesting  members  down  there,  and  a great  many  col- 
lectors who  are  not  members  of  the  Association,  and  attempts  have  been 
made  there  to  organize  a society,  with  little  success  up  until  the  time  of  the 
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last  convention,  which  refused  the  invitation  to  Cincinnati  ))efore.  That  in 
a sense  disrupted  the  organization,  the  Cincinnati  society.  Am  I right,  Mr. 
Schultz? 

Mr.  Schultz — Yes. 

Dr.  Henderson — I was  not  invited  to  become  a member  of  that  society,  but 
I read  the  history  of  it.  I think  they  are  ripe  for  a convention  in  Cincinnati. 
For  hotel  accommodations  and  sightseeing  trips  among  those  hills  that  have 
been  mentioned,  I believe  it  is  a very  appropriate  place  for  a convention  of 
that  kind.  We  have  a large  membership  in  Cincinnati,  and  I am  sure  that 
they  would  give  one  of  the  best  entertainments  this  Association  has  had  in 
recent  years. 

President  Markus — I wish  also  to  state  that  Dr.  Henderson  extended  to 
me  an  invitation  for  the  convention  to  come  to  Columbus.  Ohio,  in  1931, 
but  now  he  seconds  the  nomination  of  Cincinnati  as  the  meeting  place. 

Mr.  Freeman — There  are  at  present  ten  new  applications  in  Cincinnati. 
There  are  four  who  have  been  mentioned  within  the  last  three  years,  but 
dropped  out  for  some  reason  or  other.  So  that  is  a pretty  good  nucleus  to 
start  with. 

Mr.  Schultz — We  have  the  experimental  city  of  Marymount,  and  we  will 
take  care  that  you  see  that.  If  the  ladies  come  to  Cincinnati,  I will  see  that 
they  will  be  banqueted  at  Marymount,  the  only  English  city  in  the  United 
States,  owned  by  Mrs.  Mary  Emery,  and  has  already  cost  the  Emery  estate 
twenty  millions  of  dollars  So  you  will  see  something  that  you  never 
dreamed  of  when  you  get  to  Marymount  We  have  a 5 2-story  building,  called 
the  Carew  Tower,  and  I expect  to  take  all  you  gentlemen  into  the  Carew 
Tower. 

President  Markus — Do  I hear  a second  to  the  Cincinnati  invitation?  (Sec- 
onded by  Mr.  Chapman  and  Mr.  Hardwick.  ) 

President  Markus — It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  we  recommend  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  that  the  1931  Convention  of  the  A.  N.  A.  be  held  in 
Cincinnati.  (Unanimously  carried.) 

Mr.  Schultz — On  behalf  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  the  members  of 
Cincinnati  I assure  you  that  when  you  adjourn  after  the  Cincinnati  Conven- 
tion you  will  realize  that  it  was  one  of  the  best  you  ever  had,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Mayor,  the  Hotel  Association  and  our  members  of  this  Association,  I 
desire  to  thank  you  each  and  every  one. 

President  Markus — The  order  of  business  for  11.15  is  the  nomination  of 
officers  to  serve  during  the  coming  year.  Every  one  has  a right  to  nominate 
anyone  from  the  floor  in  addition  to  those  that  have  been  printed  on  your 
proxies.  Do  I hear  any  nominations?  The  first  in  order  will  be  that  of 
President. 

Mr.  Boyer — I withdraw  my  name  for  nomination  as  President  of  the  A. 
N.  A. 

Mr.  Renaud — I withdraw  my  nomination  and  propose  George  J.  Bauer. 

President  Markus — Are  there  any  further  nominations  for  President? 

Mr.  Gillette — I move  that  the  nominations  be  closed. 

President  Markus — I declare  George  J.  Bauer  nominated  for  President. 
Next  are  the  nominations  for  First  Vice-Pi esident. 

(Mr.  Morin  nominated  L.  A.  Renaud,  of  Montreal.) 

(Mr.  Wormser  moved  that  nominations  be  closed.  Seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — The  next  office  is  that  of  Second  Vice-President. 

Mr.  Zerbe — Mr.  President,  is  the  office  of  Second  Vice-President  now  with- 
out a candidate? 

President  Markus — Yes  sir. 

Mr.  Zerbe — 1 have  recently  visited  the  Pacific  Coast  and  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  receive  the  hospitality  of  the  California  Coin  Club  of  Los  An- 
geles and  the  Pacific  Coast  Numismatic  Society  of  San  Francisco.  Los  An- 
geles is  heartily  in  earnest  to  entertain  our  convention  in  1932,  of  which  I 
would  like  to  speak  later,  probably  under  new  business,  or  when  we  have  a 
little  time.  The  Los  Angeles  Club  today  has  about  80  members  on  its  roster. 
The  San  Francisco  Club  is  progressing  finely.  San  Francisco  wants  to  join 
Los  Angeles  in  entertaining  the  convention,  in  1932.  The  Pacific  Coast 
is  active  today  numismatically,  as  1 observed  it  there.  It  should  have  recog- 
nition in  the  organization,  in  the  roster  of  officers,  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  me 
to  nominate  a young  man  who  is  a real  numismatist.  He  is  more  of  a book 
numismatist  than  a specimen  numismatist.  He  is  a student,  a graduate  of 
the  University  of  California.  He  is  a parliamentarian  and  a gentleman  in 
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every  sense  of  the  word.  I nominate  Mr.  Harvey  L.  Hansen,  of  San  Francis- 
co. for  Second  Vice-President.  (Seconded  by  Mr.  Mehl  and  Mr.  Bauer.) 

(Mr.  \Vormser  moved  that  nominations  be  closed.  Seconded  and  carried.) 

Mr.  Wilson — Is  Mr.  Zerbe  positive  that  Mr.  Hansen  will  accept? 

Mr.  Zerbe — Mr.  Hansen  has  not  been  consulted  as  to  this  respective  office, 
but  I know  him  well  enough  to  know  that  he  is  receptive. 

President  Markus — Second  to  none  in  importance  is  the  next  nomination, 
and  that  is  the  nomination  for  Secretary, 

Mr.  Chapman — I nominate  Harry  T.  Wilson. 

Mr.  Wormser — Some  of  these  gentlemen  whose  names  are  being  put  up 
are  already  nominated.  They  have  been  nominated  in  the  regular  official 
way  as  represented  on  the  ballot.  All  we  call  for  are  additional  nominations. 

(Mr.  Chapman  moved  that  nominations  be  closed.  Seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — The  same  thing  applies  to  the  Treasurer  and  Librarian 
and  Curator. 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  to  be  in  order,  I wish  to  move  that  the 
nominations  for  Treasurer  be  closed  and  the  nominations  for  Librarian  and 
Curator  be  closed.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — The  next  will  be  for  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. Any  additional  nominations  for  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors? The  only  nomination  so  far  is  that  of  N.  T.  Thorson,  (Mr.  Hardwick 
moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed.  Seconded  and  carried. ) 

President  Markus — Nominations  are  in  order  for  Members  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  four  to  be  elected.  The  present  nominees  are  Moritz  Wormser. 
Robert  H.  Lloyd,  W.  A.  Philpott,  Jr.,  Harley  L.  Freeman  and  Dr,  John  G.  M, 
Luttenberger.  I call  for  additional  nominations.  (Mr.  Gillette  moved  that 
the  nominations  be  closed.  Seconded  and  carried.) 

Mr.  Wormser — While  we  are  on  the  subject  of  selection  of  a meeting- 
place,  I would  like  to  suggest,  if  it  be  in  order,  that  we  now  express  our 
wishes  for  the  19^2- convention  to  meet  in  Los  Angeles.  It  is  perhaps  a 
little  unusual  to  go  a year  ahead.  While  we  have  had  the  discussion  here, 
it  will  probably  simplify  the  business  of  the  next  convention 

President  Markus — I wish  to  state  that  I am  acquainted  with  more  mem- 
bers of  the  San  Francisco  club,  and  particularly  of  the  Los  Angeles  Club, 
than  any  other  member  present,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Zerbe.  Any  club, 
it  makes  no  difference  what  part  of  the  country  it  is  in,  that  desires  your 
presence  one  yea*- iK  advance,  is  worthy  of  being  taken  into  consideration. 
Mr.  Wormser’s  remarks  are  very  much  to  the  point. 

Mr.  Wormser — I move  that  we  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Governors  that 
we  select  Los  Angeles  for  193  2.  It  is  only  a recommendation  to  the  Board 
of  Governors.  It  can  be  reconsidered.  (Seconded.) 

Mr.  Zerbe — Mr.  President,  my  addressing  the  convention  at  this  time  is 
not  for  taking  any  action,  but  rather  as  a recent  visitor  to  the  Coast  and  in 
close  touch  with  the  membership  there,  to  let  you  know  how  really  they  are 
interested  in  our  coming  to  Los  Angeles  in  1932.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  be 
entertained  at  a meeting  of  the  club,  and  I met  a large  number  of  the  mem- 
bers. I believe  they  have  at  least  8 0 members  on  their  roster  now,  and  they 
promise  us  100  by  convention  time,  if  we  come.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
which  is  represented  here  this  morning,  it  very  active  for  very  special  trans- 
portation rates  from  the  East  to  the  Coast,  particularly  on  account  of  the 
Olympic  Games.  Some  are  talking  of  as  low  a round  trip  as  |50  from  the 
Missouri  River,  and  less  than  |100  from  New  York.  That  is  one  thing  they 
cannot  assure  you  of  yet,  but  it  is  hoped  for  and  worked  for.  Speaking  for 
the  other  club  in  California,  the  Pacific  Coast  Numismatic  Society,  they 
want  to  be  our  host  for  a whole  day.  I suggest  that  it  be  a day  following 
the  close  of  the  convention  in  Los  Angeles.  They  want  to  entertain  us  and 
show  us  the  beauties  of  San  Francisco.  So  in  going  to  Los  Angeles  in  1932 
we  have  a dual  invitation  for  entertainment,  and  I want  to  say  that  the 
Pacific  Coast  is  ripe  now  for  numismatic  mission  work,  and  I come  almost 
directly  from  touch  with  both  organizations  and  their  whole-heartedness  to 
have  us  in  1932. 

President  Markus — We  have  had  a motion  and  seconded,  that  Los  An- 
geles be  recognized  as  the  prospective  meeting  place  for  1932.  This  is  not 
arbitrary.  It  can  be  changed  at  any  time,  as  Mr.  Wormser  stated.  All  in 
favor  of  that  motion  and  discussion  at  the  proper  time,  please  say  Aye. 
(Ayes.)  Contrary?  (None.) 

I will  tell  the  members  here,  in  perfect  good  faith,  that  they  will  be  sur- 
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prised  by  the  reception  they  will  meet  by  members  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Our 
future  source  of  supply  for  members  and  collectors  will  be  the  extreme  West. 
The  East  has  been  thoroughly  covered. 

Mr.  Zerbe — It  occurs  to  me  that  the  convention  might  feel  that  the  Los 
Angeles  Club  is  remiss  in  not  having  a representative  here.  Mr.  Kennedy, 
their  president,  assured  me  it  was  his  intention  to  be  here,  but  due  to  family 
Illness  he  could  not  come. 

Mr.  Hardwick — I am  going  to  put  in  a claim  for  Atlanta,  Georgia,  right 
now,  with  its  peaches  and  watermelons. 

President  Markus — I wish  to  read  two  letters.  The  convention  need  not 
take  action  on  them,  but  I wish  to  tell  you  what  somebody  else  says  about 
the  coins  and  coinage  to  the  general  public.  The  replies  came  to  a letter 
addressed  to  Frederick  J.  Haskins,  director  of  an  information  bureau,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  saying  321  dollars  were  coined  in  1805. 

“Since  the  annual  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint  for  19  29  show's  that 
there  were  321  silver  dollars  coined  in  1805,  and  since  you,  as  the  President 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  say  there  were  none,  we  are  writing 
to  the  Director  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  order  to  see  if  a possible  error 
could  have  been  made  in  his  report.  When  an  answer  is  received,  w'e  will 
correspond  with  you.” 

“Our  letter  addressed  to  the  Director  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  concerning 
the  number  of  1805  dollars  coined  w'as  referred  to  the  Treasury  Department, 
Washington,  D.  C.  We  have  a written  reply  from  the  Treasury  Department 
stating  that  its  only  record  of  the  coinage  of  dollars  in  18  05  is  that  con- 
tained in  the  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint.  This  report  indicates  that 
there  were  coined  in  1805,  321  silver  dollars.” 

That  is  submitted  to  you  as  indicating  the  erroneous  ideas  conveyed  to 
the  public,  and  that  includes  the  United  States.  Their  records  are  lament- 
ably lacking,  and  we  are  supplying  the  deficiency. 

Mr.  Bauer — The  Government  may  have  struck  those  coins,  hut  they  don’t 
say  what  date  was  on  that  coin. 

President  Markus — The  Department  of  Currency  says  they  were  dated 
1805.  It  says  that  there  were  321  1805  coins  minted. 

Mr.  Chapman — I came  into  possession  of  the  annual  report  of  the  United 
States  Mint  for  1805,  and  it  is  most  interesting  reading.  I forget  for  the 
moment  if  they  speak  of  any  dollars  being  coined,  but  I shall  look  up  that 
original  report  when  I get  home. 

Dr.  Henderson — The  early  mint  reports  did  not  give  the  number  of  coins 
dated  in  that  year  as  being  coined  that  year.  They  gave  the  number  issued 
that  year.  The  1805  issue  may  be  321  coins. 

President  Markus — I may  state  for  the  doctor’s  information  that  I had  cor- 
respondence with  the  Treasury,  stating  how  lamentably  ignorant  they  are. 
They  stated  that  there  were  “1805”  dollars  coined. 

(Mr.  Gilroy  announced  that  the  members  of  the  Convention  were  invited 
by  the  Greater  Buffalo  Advertising  Club  to  have  luncheon  with  them  at  the 
Lafayette  Hotel  at  noon.  He  also  announced  that  Mr.  Zerbe  would  speak 
at  the  luncheon.) 

President  Markus — We  still  have  a little  time.  Mr.  Lloyd  has  a paper  to 
read. 

Mr.  Lloyd — I have  a paper  from  Gilbert  S.  Perez,  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
which  arrived  in  yesterday’s  mall. 

(Reads  paper  on  “Surcharged  Coins  of  the  Philippine  Islands,”  by  Gilbert 
S.  Perez.) 

President  Markus — What  is  your  pleasure  with  this  paper? 

Mr.  Chapman — I move  that  it  be  turned  over  to  the  Librarian,  and  that 
Mr.  Lloyd  be  heartily  thanked  for  his  information.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — Mr.  Moore  has  some  papers  to  read. 

(Mr.  Moore  read  the  following  papers:  “What  is  Your  Hobby?”  “The 
Coroneted  Lady.”  “My  Friend  of  the  Portrait  Disc.”  “How  Well  Do  You 
Know  This  Man?”) 

Mr.  Boyer — I move  that  the  papers  read  be  published  in  Tiik  Nim ism ati.st 
and  a vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  the  writer.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

(Motion  made  to  adjourn  until  tomorrow  at  10  o’clock.  Seconded  and 
carried. ) 
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THIRD  SESSION,  WKDNESD.AY  MORNING,  AIGIST  27. 

President  Markus — The  meeting  will  please  come  to  order.  Among  the 
many  communications  received  is  one  from  Ed  M.  Lee,  Glendale,  Cal.,  who 
hopes  the  convention  will  go  to  Los  Angeles  in  1932  and  wishes  us  success 
in  the  present  convention.  Another  one  is  from  R.  E.  Davis,  President  of 
the  Chicago  Coin  Club,  who  says:  “I  had  hoped  up  until  the  last  minute  to 
go  to  Buffalo,  hut  find  I cannot.  Give  my  regards  to  the  hunch.”  Another 
communication  is  from  Frank  L,  Belt,  Baltimore,  Md  , who  regrets  that  he 
is  unable  to  be  present  and  sends  his  greetings  and  regards  to  the  A.  N.  A. 
A telegram  has  been  received  from  our  o’d  friend,  J.  deLagerberg,  New 
York:  “Heartiest  greetings  to  all  the  members  and  ladies,”  I have  here 
a belated  report  of  one  of  our  district  secretaries,  (President  Markus  then 
read  the  report  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Gonzales.) 

“Numerous  duties  again  prevent  my  attending  the  annual  gathering,  and 
am  quite  gratified  that  my  friend  and  Vice-President  of  our  local  Society, 
J,  H.  Hardwick,  leaves  today,  hoping  to  be  with  you  on  Monday,  We  are 
struggling  along,  using  various  means  of  stimulating  interest  in  numismatics, 
and,  while  disappointed  over  results  the  past  year,  feel  that  the  prospects 
will  grow  brighter  the  next. 

“I  would  take  pleasure  in  cooperating  with  you,  devoting  time  (and  funds 
to  the  extent  that  adverse  conditions  permitted)  towards  our  every  interest, 
both  in  my  district  and  throughout  our  entire  field.  Please  instruct  or  com- 
mand me  in  any  way  to  that  end.  Am  quite  disappointed  over  inability  to  be 
with  you  and  I beg  to  extend  your  heartiest  wishes  for  a most  successful 
and  enjoyable  Convention.” 

(These  communications  and  report  were  ordered  received  and  filed.) 

President  Markus — Mr.  Wormser,  have  you  a paper  to  read  at  present? 

Mr.  Wormser — I have  two  papers  which  have  been  awaiting  delivery  for 
a long  while. 

(Mr.  Wormser  then  read  a paper  of  Mr,  John  G.  Watson,  of  Ovington-on- 
Tyne,  England,  formerly  of  Detroit,  on  the  subject  of  “Chinese  Rebel  Coin- 
age,” and  one  on  “Inca  Gold,”  by  M.  A.  Powills,  of  Chicago.) 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Thorson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  was 
called  to  the  chair.) 

Chairman  Thorson — If  there  is  no  objection  these  papers  will  receive  the 
usual  attention,  will  be  acknowledged  with  thanks  and  published  in  Tjie 
Numisji.vtist.  Mr.  Wormser,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Membership 
Booklet,  do  you  wish  to  make  a report  at  this  time? 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  I am  very  sorry  to  report  that  the  member- 
ship booklet  is  not  in  your  hands  at  this  time  There  have  been  unavoidable 
delays.  It  is  on  the  way.  The  final  manuscript  went  to  the  printer  last 
Friday,  after  many  readings  and  rereadings.  By  the  time  you  get  home  I 
think  you  will  find  the  booklet  waiting  for  you  It  will  contain  some  200 
pages  of  printed  matter,  including  the  advertisements.  There  will  be  some 
surprises  in  it,  about  which  I will  not  tell  you  now.  I want  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  thanks  to  the  advertisers,  many  of  our  members  and 
foreign  members  and  dealers,  who  have  responded  liberally  in  placing  ads. 
with  us,  in  consequence  of  which  we  have  collected  about  $500  towards  the 
publication  fund.  It  has  been  impossible  to  get  an  exact  estimate  of  what 
the  cost  will  be,  but  if  the  treasury  is  going  to  be  drawn  on  at  all,  it  will  not 
be  for  very  much.  I believe  we  will  come  out  even.  There  is  one  feature 
I thought  'worth  while  introducing.  The  annual  list  is  followed  by  three 
blank  pages,  and  those  three  pages  will  enable  you  to  keep  the  membership 
list  right  up  to  date  by  filling  in  the  names  of  new  members  as  you  get  them 
from  The  Nu.mism.ati.st,  in  which  the  Secretary  always  publishes  the  names 
of  all  new  applicants.  I hope  the  membership  directory  will  be  a very  valu- 
able booklet  not  only  for  members  of  the  A.  N.  A.  but  for  anyone  generally 
interested  in  numismatics,  not  only  as  a guide  to  numismatic  collections 
over  here,  but  also  abroad.  I want  to  apologize  again  for  not  having  it  out 
on  time.  The  delays  have  not  been  those  of  the  editor,  but  have  been  due 
to  a combination  of  circumstances.  I also  want  to  say  that  anybody  who  is 
not  in  it  has  only  himself  to  blame,  because  we  tried  a follow-up  system  and 
let  everybody  know,  two  or  three  times,  that  they  ought  to  be  in  it;  and  it 
they  did  not  respond  it  is  not  the  editor’s  fault. 
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(At  this  point  President  Markus  resumed  the  chair.) 

President  Markus — In  the  name  of  the  Association  I wish  to  thank  Mr. 
Wormser.  He  has  been  to  a great  deal  of  trouble  and  has  given  up  a great 
deal  of  his  time  to  getting  out  this  booklet.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Wormser.  I 
have  here  the  Auditor’s  report  on  the  Treasurer. 


We.  your  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  books  of  Treasurer  Blake,  beg 
lehve  to  report  that  we  have  examined  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  and 
found  the  figures  he  read  before  this  convention  correct  in  every  detail.

President  Markus — Secretary  Wilson  informs  me  that  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  audit  his  books  has  made  a report  and  they  find  everything  very 
satisfactory. 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  are  we  crowded  with  business  or  may  I 
bring  up  some  new  matter?  Is  there  any  special  order  of  business  now? 

President  Markus — Proceed. 

Mr.  Wormser — I have  been  instructed  to  present  this  matter  to  the  con- 
vention by  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club.  It  refers  to  a resolution  which, 
in  turn,  was  presented  to  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club,  and  which  they 
accepted  favorably  and  passed.  I have  to  read  it  to  you  in  the  shape  of  a 
resolution  as  presented  to  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club  because  it  is  the 
recommendation  of  the  New  York  Club  to  the  A.  N.  A.  for  action 


Your  Special  Committee  on  Commemorative  Coins  respectfully  offers  the 
following  resolution: 

Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States  has  recently  vetoed  the  issue 
of  commemorative  half  dollars  in  connection  with  the  anniversary  celebra- 
tion of  the  Gadsden  Purchase,  and  in  his  message  has  severely  condemned 
the  practice  of  the  issue  of  commemorative  coins  by  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment. be  it  resolved: 

First — That  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club  recommends  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  to  be  assembled  in  its 
annual  convention  at  Buffalo,  the  advisability  of  certain  steps  by  all  numis- 
matists and  numismatic  oi’ganizations  of  the  United  States  toward  the  con- 
tinuation by  the  United  States  Government  of  issues  of  commemorative  coins 

Second — That  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club  believes  that  the  issue  of 
commemoi  ati\ e coins  by  the  Government  is  of  historical  and  patriotic  im- 
portance. and  should  be  continued  under  proper  restrictions  as  to  (luantity 
and  conditions  of  issue. 

Third  That  such  conimemorative  issues  have  proven  a splendid  incentive 
to  the  collecting  of  coins  and  the  science  of  numismatics  in  general,  and 
have  been  issued  by  States  and  Governments  for  centuries,  and  therefore 
this  practice  should  also  be  continued  by  the  United  States  Government. 

Fourth— And  that  Moritz  Wormser  be  especially  requested  to  take  up  this 
subject  with  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion. for  the  contempiation  of  proper  steps  and  suitable  action. 


Mr.  W ormser— I want  to  add  that  this  was  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  and  the  Board  of  Governors  thought  it  should  be  discussed  brieflv 
by  the  convention  and  possibly  referred  back  to  the  Board  of  Governors  ' 

President  Markus — Do  you  offer  that  as  a resolution? 

Mr.  Gillette— I second  the  motion  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. (The  motion  was  carried.) 

Mr.  Schultz  I think  this  Association  should  go  on  record  and  adopt  the 
exact  resolution,  and  I hope  the  Board  of  Governors  will  do  that  Thev 
have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to  refer  it  to  us  and  ask  that  we  refer  it  back 
lo  tone  of  the  resolution  and  I think  we  ought  to  adopt  it 

please;  and  I make  the  motion 
hat  this  Association  adopt  that  resolution,  with  the  use  of  our  name  where 
the  New  York  Club  uses  its  name. 

President  Markus^  For  the  information  of  Mr.  Schultz  I desire  to  state 
hat  It  IS  customary  to  have  all  resolutions  go  to  the  Committee  on  Re.solu- 
tions  for  their  report,  and  then  they  will  be  discus.sed  by  the  convention. 
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Mr.  Gillette — If  Mr.  Wormser  will  reduce  that  to  writing  we  can  pass  it. 

Mr.  Wormser — It  is  not  exactly  as  it  should  be.  I have  been  delegated  to 
bring  it  before  the  convention.  It  will  have  to  be  changed  slightly. 

President  Markus — What  do  you  prefer? 

Mr.  Wormser — Will  you  take  it  before  the  Resolutions  Committee?  The 
Board  of  Governors  has  its  hands  full  this  afternoon. 

Mr.  Chapman — Didn’t  it  say  that  the  Board  of  Governors  had  practically 
approved  of  it? 

Mr.  Wormser — No.  It  approved  of  referring  it  to  the  convention.  There 
was  some  discussion  in  The  Nu.mis.matist  on  the  Presidential  veto  and  there 
were  some  who  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  President  was  right  and  could 
not  be  answered.  I was  wondering  what  was  the  general  sentiment  of  the 
Association,  whether  they  think  the  President’s  stand  on  commemorative 
coins  is  right  or  wrong;  and  another  thing,  to  what  trouble  will  the  numis- 
matic fraternity  go  in  trying  to  overcome  the  veto,  possibly  by  stirring  up 
sentiment  among  their  representatives  and  among  the  officials  at  Washing- 
ton? If  it  is  going  to  be  a resolution  that  is  going  to  be  sent  to  somebody, 
it  is  not  going  to  get  you  anywhere,  and  you  might  as  well  fold  up  your 
tents  and  be  satisfied.  If  somebody  is  going  to  take  on  the  work  of  flooding 
Congressmen  with  letters,  we  may  get  somewhere.  I think  if  the  clubs  will 
go  that  far  and  stir  up  sentiment  all  over  the  country  we  can  show  that  the 
President  was  wrong. 

Mr.  Chapman — These  commemorative  coins  are  very  valuable.  Some  of 
them  commemorate  events  that  many  of  us  would  not  otherwise  recall,  and 
many  persons  are  interested  in  them — people  who  are  not  numismatists. 
Personally,  I think  it  is  a shame  that  they  have  been  stopped.  There  is 
one  that  was  not  issued  to  the  public,  I unde.stand. 

Mr.  Wormser — Which  one  was  that? 

Mr.  Chapman — The  Oregon  Trail,  1928.  It  certainly  is  a pity  not  to  bring 
the  matter  to  a head. 

Mr.  Gillette — I think  this  matter  should  not  be  thrashed  out  now,  but 
that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

President  Markus — The  Chair  will  rule,  unless  you  overrule  me  me,  that 
this  be  referred  to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

Mr.  Schultz — When  will  the  Resolutions  Committee  make  its  report? 

President  Markus — It  will  come  up  in  the  regular  order.  We  will  have  a 
meeting  this  afternoon,  because  we  cannot  get  through  the  business  this 
morning,  and  something  very  important  is  coming  up,  I will  call  on  Mr. 
Gillette,  the  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  who  will  read  what 
he  has  to  offer. 

Mr.  Gillette — We  have  been  so  finely  entertained  here  that  we  have  not 
had  much  time  to  give  deliberate  thought  and  meditation  to  these  things. 

(Mr.  Gillette  then  read  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee.) 

Mr.  Gillette — That  is  all  we  have  prepared  now.  We  have  some  to  get  in 
a little  better  shape,  thanking  the  local  members  and  retiring  officeis 

President  Markus — We  will  take  up  resolution  No.  1,  which  is  pursuant 
to  the  suggestions  made  in  the  President’s  annual  address.  It  reads. 


“Pursuant  to  recommendation  contained  in  President  Markus  annual 
3 cl  cl  r 0 s s 

“Resolved,  That  the  trust  deed  of  The  Nc.hi.sm.vtist,  the  copyright  certifi- 
cate granted  us  by  the  U.  S.  Government  for  the  publication  of  the  menioer- 
ship  list  and  other  similar  and  valuable  papers  be  placed  in  the  custody  of 
our  Librarian.” 

I received  a communication  from  Harry  W.  Rapp,  Chairman  of  the 
of  Governors,  suggesting  that  this  procedure  be  taken.  I 

of  these  very  valuable  papers,  requesting  him  to  forward  them  to  the  Libia 
rian:  and  the  Librarian  informs  me  that  they  have  been  leceived.  \\ 
someone  move  the  adoption  of  this  resolution?  (Motion  made  and  seconded  ) 

Mr  Thorson — These  are  exceedingly  valuable,  the  donation  oi  the  Sift  by 
Mr.  Wilson  of  The  Numismatist  to  the  Board  5"  ^ 

warded  to  me  by  former  Chairman  Rapp.  I have  it  with  me  and  I sha  1 
glad  to  deliver  it  to  such  party  or  place  as  ^ 

the  convention  to  decide  whether  you  wish  to  place  it  in  J . 

Chairman  or  place  it  in  the  library,  where  most  documents  should  be.  This 
being  a valuable  document  you  may  want  to  make  an  exception  to  it. 
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Mr.  Dufflelci — I would  like  to  ask  what  facilities  the  Librarian  or  Curator 
has  for  taking  care  of  valuable  documents. 

Mr.  Bauer — I will  do  whatever  the  convention  decides,  but  if  they  do  come 
to  Rochester  I will  see  that  they  are  placed  in  the  safe  deposit  vault  of  the 
Central  Trust  Company.  They  should  be  placed  with  some  trust  company, 
and  not  be  in  any  individual’s  hands  or  in  any  library. 

Mr.  Rapp — Perhaps  I can  clarify  this  matter  a little.  As  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  these  documents  were  forwarded  to  me  by  Mr.  Wormser.  I 
placed  them  in  a safe  deposit  box.  The  charter  is  in  a large  volume  and  I 
kept  that,  and  later,  when  Mr.  Zerbe  became  Chairman,  I asked  his  whether 
he  wanted  me  to  forward  them  to  him,  and  he  requested  me  to  hold  them, 
inasmuch  as  he  was  not  definitely  settled.  I forgot  about  them  until  about 
the  middle  of  last  year,  and  then  I wrote  to  the  President,  asking  him  to 
advise  me  what  to  do  with  these  documents;  and  the  suggestion  was  made 
that  I forward  a part  to  Mr.  Zerbe,  which  I did,  and  the  copyright  I sent 
to  Mr.  Thorson.  I believe  all  these  papers  should  be  kept  somewhere  in  one 
place  rather  than  floating  around  the  country,  because  some  time  we  are 
going  to  forget  where  they  are,  just  as  in  the  last  year  I had  no  right  to 
possession  of  them,  and  yet  I had  them.  I would  like  to  see  them  in  some 
centrally  located  place. 

Mr.  Duflield  I ’would  like  to  state  that  tw'o  or  three  years  ago,  when  the 
title  of  The  Numismatist  was  copyrighted,  the  papers  were  sent  to  me.  I 
have  them  at  home  and  am  willing  to  turn  them  over  to  the  authorities 
when  directed  to  do  so. 

President  Markus  It  seems  that  the  only  question  here  is  in  whose  custody 
they  should  be.  If  the  Board  of  Governors  wishes  to  retain  them,  I do  not 
think  anybody  has  any  objection;  but  the  proper  place,  if  they  can  be  safe- 
guarded, is  with  the  Librarian. 

Mr.  Bauer — Every  time  we  change  officers  these  papers  are  shifted  from 
one  part  of  the  country  to  the  other.  The  thought  occurs  to  me  whether  it 
would  not  be  well  to  get  some  depository  in  New  York  City  or  any  other 
place  you  may  designate,  and  have  the  A.  N.  A.  keep  all  their  valuable  pa- 
pers in  one  place  and  not  be  shifting  them  all  over  the  country 

Mr.  Duflield — I agree  with  Mr.  Bauer.  I do  not  think  the  library  is  the 
place  for  official  documents  of  that  kind.  It  is  all  right  for  books  and  pa- 
pers, but  I think  deeds  of  trust  and  things  like  that  should  be  kept  conve- 
nient to  the  officers  in  case  they  want  them 

Mr  Wormser — I rather  like  the  present  system  of  forwarding  these  from 
one  Chairman  of  the  Board  to  the  next  Chairman  of  the  Board  When 
there  is  a new  Chairman  of  the  Board,  lots  of  things  have  to  be  pointed  out 
to  him  by  his  predecessor — what  his  legal  rights  are  and  various  things  and 
how  the  details  are  managed — and  if  these  documents  are  forwarded  to  him 
and  he  looks  them  over,  he  gets  a good  insight  into  what  the  A.  N A is  and 
what  he  has  to  do.  We  would  not  elect  a man  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
unless  he  were  a responsible  man. 


Mr.  Rapp  The  system  seems  to  be  all  right  only  it  seems  that  these  docu- 
ments are  so  valuable  and  the  chance  of  loss  is  so  great  that  I should  cer- 
tainly hate  to  see  one  of  these  papers  lost;  and  that  was  the  reason  1 made 
the  suggestion. 

I resident  Markus  This  resolution  reads  that  these  documents  and  other 
similar  and  valuable  papers  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  our  Librarian.  That 
would  include  those  Mr.  Duflield  has.  You  can  change  the  wording  in  order 
to  save  us  endless  and  futile  di.scussion  and  make  it  read  ‘‘be  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors.” 

Mr.  Schultz — May  I offer  an  alternative?  Mr.  Bauer  has  made  a proper 
suggestion.  The  Association  ought  to  have  a box  in  a safetv  vault  and 
whether  that  box  might  be  accessible  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of' Gov- 
ernors or  some  other  officers,  I think  it  ought  to  be  in  the  name  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Mr.  Thorson-  I agree  heartily  with  those  remarks,  but  it  is  not  a matter 
of  documents  at  the  present  time.  It  may  be  in  the  future,  but  this  docu- 
ment  IS  the  only  one  in  question— the  grant  of  The  Numism.vtist  to  the 
Board  of  Governors.  I thought,  when  I first  received  it  from  Mr  Rapp  it 
was  intended  to  he  sent  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

« (iocument  printed  that 

(ould  not  be  duplicated  in  writing.  You  can  take  that  original  document 
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and  put  it  in  the  safe  deposit  box  and  make  a copy  of  it  and  send  it  to  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

President  Markus — I would  suggest  to  the  gentleman,  why  make  a copy 
when  you  have  the  original? 

Mr.  Thorson — To  preserve  the  original,  make  a copy. 

Mr.  Wormser — As  Mr.  Schultz  said,  these  are  historical  documents.  They 
are  not  valuable  documents.  We  have  had  documents  that  have  been  re- 
printed, and  we  put  them  in  the  last  directory,  and  they  were  reprinted  in 
the  1930  directory — practical  matters  of  public  recognition  and  public  rec- 
ord. As  for  the  charter  granted  us  by  Congress,  anybody  can  write  to  Con- 
gress and  get  that  reproduced;  but  we  should  have  it  handy  if  the  question 
ever  comes  up. 

Mr.  Duffleld — I would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Wormser  if  the  deed  of  trust  from 
W.  C.  C.  Wilson  to  the  American  Numismatic  Association  was  ever  recorded. 

Mr.  Wormser — That  was  before  my  time. 

Mr.  Duffleld — Where  would  such  a deed  of  trust  be  recorded? 

Mr.  Wormser — I do  not  think  it  has  to  be  recorded  anywhere.  It  is  simply 
a transfer. 

Mr.  Duffleld — All  real  estate  titles  and  transfers  have  to  be  recorded. 

Mr.  Wormser — But  I do  not  think  a deed  of  trust  to  an  association  would 
have  to  be. 

Mr.  Morin — In  Canada  we  call  that  a deed  of  gift  for  education.  That  has 
to  be  registered  in  the  registry  offlce  of  the  domicile  where  the  donor  lives; 
so  a deed  like  that  should  have  been  registered  in  Montreal  by  Mr.  Wilson. 

Mr.  Wormser — You  think  it  is  important,  then? 

Mr.  Morin — Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Chapman — Would  it  be  possible  for  Mr.  Wilson’s  heirs  to  claim  that 
today? 

Mr.  Morin — It  is  possible,  but  I do  not  think  Mrs.  Wilson  would.  If  it 
was  actually  given  from  hand  to  hand  to  the  Society  it  confers  the  title  on  us. 

Mr.  Chapman — Possession  is  nine-tenths  of  the  law  if  that  comes  about. 

President  Markus — I would  state  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  that  the 
recording  of  this  document  is  not  before  the  convention  for  discussion.  The 
resolution  is  before  the  convention. 

Dr.  Henderson — I move  that  this  resolution  be  changed  to  read  “Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Governors.’’ 

Mr.  Duffleld — I second  it. 

Mr.  Morin — And  we  could  add  that  he  is  authorized  to  rent  a box  or  com- 
partment in  a safe  deposit  vault. 

President  Markus — Do  you  accept  that  amendment.  Doctor? 

Dr.  Henderson — Yes. 

President  Markus — You  have  heard  the  amendment,  that  it  be  placed  in 
the  custody  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  that  he  be 
authorized  to  rent  a safe  deposit  box  for  the  safeguarding  of  these  papers. 
All  in  favor  say  aye,  contrary  no.  (The  motion  was  carried.) 

President  Markus — Resolution  No.  2. 

“Treasurer  Blake,  in  his  annual  report  suggested  the  question  whether 
corporate  members,  on  account  of  the  possibility  of  their  perpetual  exist- 
ence, should  continue  to  be  received  as  Life  Members. 

“Resolved,  That  section  5 of  Article  II  of  our  Constitution  be  so  amended 
as  to  render  corporate  members  ineligible  in  the  future  to  become  life  mem- 
bers on  payment  of  the  usual  fee  of  $50” 

President  Markus — Will  somebody  make  a motion  in  regard  to  that? 

Mr.  Duffleld — I move  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

President  Markus — Do  I hear  a second  to  the  motion? 

Mr.  Wormser — The  Resolutions  Committee  moves  it  and  Mr.  Duffleld 
seconds  it.  I believe  in  giving  and  taking  once  in  a while.  We  have  1,200 
or  1,3  0 0 members  who  are  eligible  to  life  membership.  Out  of  that  1,2  00 
we  have  about  3 0 corporate  members.  Why  deprive  those  corporate  mem- 
bers of  a privilege  that  all  the  other  members  have?  We  can  afford  to  be 
generous  and  let  them  have  a little  something  for  nothing  just  for  the  sake 
of  having  the  clubs  feel  that  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Association  in 
general.  When  a club  becomes  a life  member  ihey  are  wedded  to  the  Asso- 
ciation for  their  entire  existence  and  are  in  harmony  with  us.  I think  this 
resolution  should  be  tabled  or  lost. 
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Mr.  Morin — I agree  with  Mr.  Wormser.  We  lose  the  benefit  of  their  mem- 
bership fee.  That  is  not  right.  They  pay  a membership  fee  once  and  for  all, 
and  if  we  buy  a bond  with  the  money  we  get  their  membership  fee.  The  in- 
terest from  that  money  replaces  the  annual  fee  that  they  otherwise  would 
pay  and  we  are  not  at  a loss.  These  funds  ought  to  be  placed  in  the  treasury 
and  kept  there  and  the  interest  used  by  the  Association;  therefore,  from  a 
financial  as  well  as  sentimental  point  of  view,  I agree  with  Mr.  Wormser. 

Mr.  Schultz — I move  that  the  reso'-ution  be  placed  on  the  table. 

President  Markus — I would  like  a further  discussion. 

Mr.  Zerbe — I think  we  would  make  a mistake  if  we  passed  a resolution 
that  would  eliminate  local  organizations;  and  if  the  resolution  is  to  be 
seriously  considered  I would  offer  as  an  amendment  that  numismatic  organi- 
zations be  not  excluded  from  life  membership. 

President  Markus — I think  a vote  on  the  motion  will  eliminate  it  rather 
than  tabling  it.  That  is  not  very  good  procedure. 

Mr.  Boyer — Mr.  Wormser  seems  to  think  we  lose  a dollar  a year.  Six  per 
cent,  on  $50.00  is  S3. 00.  We  do  not  lose  much. 

Mr.  Wormser — There  is  another  consideration  you  have  to  give  this  ques- 
tion. You  take  a club  that  joins  today;  they  are  all  for  the  A N.  A.  and 
become  a life  member.  In  two  or  three  years  the  complexion  of  that  club 
may  change  and  they  may  feel  very  hostile  to  the  A.  N.  A.,  but  once  they  are 
life  members  they  cannot  disassociate  themselves  from  us  any  more. 

President  Markus — It  m’ght  be  well  to  have  them  withdraw  from  the  As- 
sociation and  we  might  get  another  life  membership  from  the  dissatisfied 
members. 

Mr.  Zerbe — We  cannot  now  anticipate  what  our  expenses  or  the  cost  of 
our  magazine  will  be  in  the  future.  That  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. They  may  be  much  greater  than  they  are  today. 

President  Markus — You  have  heard  Mr.  Zerbe’s  amendment  to  the  orig- 
inal motion.  Do  I hear  a second  to  exclude  corporate  numismatic  bodies? 

Mr.  Zerbe — Mr.  Chairman.  I move  that  the  resolution  be  referred  back  to 
the  committee  if  my  amendment  is  accepted. 

Mr.  Schultz — Mr.  President,  a motion  to  table  supersedes  all  other  motions. 

President  Markus — All  in  favor  of  the  motion  of  Mr.  Schultz,  that  the 
resolution  be  tabled,  say  aye  (The  motion  was  carried.) 

President  Markus — The  motion  is  carried,  but  there  is  noth'ng  to  hinder 
the  Resolutions  Committee  from  taking  this  inlo  consideration  again. 

Mr.  Schultz — Not  at  this  convention 

President  Markus — Resolution  No.  3. 

“Resolved,  That  we  especially  commend  to  the  attention  of  our  officers 
and  Board  of  Governors  the  advice  and  warning  against  becoming  overelated 
at  our  present  prosperity  and  become  wasteful  of  our  funds,  and  especially 
would  recommend  that  they  continue  the  careful  and  shrewd  business  meth- 
ods which  have  been  pursued  as  a faithful  watchdog  of  our  surplus.” 

“M  hei’eas  our  President  has  received  a communication  containing  a report 
from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mint  that  $25,000  in  value  of  1928  Oregon 
Trail  commemorative  half  dollars  have  been  struck  by  the  U.  S.  Mint  at 
Philadelphia  which  have  not  been  lifted  by  the  association  and  which  are 
not  permitted  to  be  issued  by  the  mint  direct  to  the  public, 

“Resolved,  That  we  favor  the  issue  of  such  a number  of  said  1928  half 
dollars  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the  use  of  said  Commis- 
sion, and  that  the  Board  of  Governors  follow  up  said  correspondence  with 
the  commission  in  char.ge  as  to  the  issue  of  such  coins.” 

President  Markus — Is  there  a second  to  this  lesolution? 

Mr.  Chapman  I second  it.  It  entails  an  outlay  by  this  committee  of 
$25,000.  Would  it  not  be  well  to  put  in  there  “to  take  any  such  quantities 
as  they  can”? 

Mr.  Zerbe  I consider  any  such  action  on  our  part  as  futile.  The  bill 
I)assed  provides  that  they  be  delivered  to  the  commission  for  which  the 
coins  were  struck.  The  Oregon  Trail  Commission  is  not  so  active  today. 
Ezra  Meeker-  that  grand  old  man  -was  really  the  leader  of  the  movement 
for  the  issuance  of  these  coins.  He  was  a trailer.  1 think  the  Oregon  Com- 
mission has  no  other  money  to  i)urchase  the  coins,  and  yesterda.v.  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Advertising  Club,  it  was  stated  by  one  of  the  members  of  the 
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club  that  the  Boy  Scouts  were  now  quite  active  in  marketing  these  coins. 
Forty  cents  out  of  every  dollar  would  go  towards  the  construction  of  a paved 
road  over  the  Oregon  Trail.  We  could  not  in  any  way  influence  the  Govern- 
ment on  that.  The  Treasury  will  undoubtedly  hold  these  coins  subject  to 
the  instructions  of  the  commission.  Should  the  commission  order  them 
melted,  they  will  do  it.  The  Government  has  no  power  to  do  otherwise. 

President  Markus — We  will  postpone  the  discussion  on  this  subject  be- 
cause the  hour  has  now  arrived  for  the  election  of  officers ; and  in  order  to 
give  you  time  to  do  that  we  will  have  a recess  for  a few  minutes.  We  stand 
adjourned  for  five  minutes. 

( Recess. ) 

President  Markus — All  members  will  fill  out  their  ballots,  and  if  they  have 
not  already  done  so.  they  should  be  turned  over  to  Mr.  Renaud,  chairman  of 
the  Election  Committee.  The  discussion  on  the  resolution  regarding  the 
commemorative  coins  was  interrupted,  due  to  the  election.  Has  anybody 
anything  to  say  on  that? 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  is  not  the  election  in  order  now? 

President  Markus — The  election  has  been  held  and  the  result  will  be  an- 
nounced tomorrow. 

Mr.  Wormser — If  everybody  filled  in  their  ballots  as  I filled  in  mine,  it 
has  not  been  held.  A motion  should  be  made  that  the  Secretary  be  empow- 
ered to  cast  one  ballot  for  the  unopposed  candidates. 

President  Markus — I think  that  is  understood  by  the  Election  Committee. 

Mr.  Wormser — I move  that  the  Secretary  be  empowered  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  the  election  of  George  J.  Bauer  for  President.  L.  A.  Renaud  for  First  Vice- 
President,  Harvey  L Hansen  for  Second  Vice-President,  Harry  T.  Wilson 
for  General  Secretary,  George  H.  Blake  for  Treasurer,  Paul  M Lange  for 
Librarian  and  Curator,  and  Nelson  T.  Thorson  for  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors. 

Mr.  Chapman — I second  that  motion. 

President  Markus — Are  there  any  remarks?  If  not,  all  in  favor  of  the 
motion  will  please  say  aye;  contrary  no.  {The  motion  was  unanimously 
carried. ) 

President  Markus — The  discussion  on  the  Oregon  Trail  coins  will  be  re- 
sumed now  and  concluded.  Has  anybody  anything  to  say  on  that  subject? 

Mr.  Chapman — Would  it  be  practical  to  suggest  to  the  committee  that 
they  might  find  a sale  for  them,  and  they  will  be  in  for  quite  a bit  of  money? 

Mr.  Bauer — I wish  to  thank  the  members  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart 
for  electing  me  as  President,  and  I also  want  to  thank  Mr.  Boyer  for  step- 
ping out  and  making  the  election  unanimous.  I hope  that  we  will  go  on 
harmoniously  again,  as  we  have  in  the  past. 

President  Markus — Mr.  Bauer,  the  convention  will  act  in  accordance  with 
your  wishes.  Thank  you  for  the  courtesy.  Now  on  the  matter  of  the  Oregon 
Trail  half  dollars. 

Mr.  Schultz — I move  that  the  matter  be  tabled,  Mr.  President.  (The  mo- 
tion was  seconded  and  carried.) 

Mr.  Chapman — I would  like  to  offer  a resolution  that  we  thank  our  out- 
going President. 

A Member — He  is  not  out  yet. 

Mr.  Wormser — The  Election  Committee  reports  tomorrow,  Mr.  Chapman. 

President  Markus — Resolution  No,  4: 

“Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  economic  and  efficient  management  of 
Frank  G.  Duffield,  Editor  and  Business  Manager  of  our  official  magazine. 
The  NrMis:M.\TisT,  which  is  l)ecoming  better  and  better  and  is  becoming  more 
appreciated  by  all  collectors  and  members;  and  we  congratulate  him  on  the 
splendid  and  substantial  results  of  his  successful  management,  as  shown  by 
his  annual  report,  submitted  at  this  convention.' 

(The  resolution  was  seconded  by  several  of  the  members.) 

President  Markus — Are  there  any  remarks?  If  not,  all  in  favor  of  this 
resolution  will  show  their  appreciation  by  rising, 

(The  resolution  was  carried  by  a rising  vote.) 

President  Markus — It  is  unanimous.  Prank. 

Mr.  Duffield — Thank  you. 
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President  Markus — Will  somebody  have  the  kindness  to  saddle  a little 
work  on  themselves?  Mr.  Renaud  calls  for  three  volunteers  to  help  him  on 
the  ballots. 

Mr.  Renaud — It  is  a matter  of  three  hours’  work. 

(Three  of  the  members  then  volunteered  to  assist  Mr.  Renaud  on  the  work 
referred  to.) 

Mr.  Wilson — I cast  a unanimous  ballot  for  George  J.  Bauer  for  President, 
L.  A.  Renaud  for  First  Vice-President,  Harvey  L.  Hansen  for  Second  Vice- 
President,  Harry  T.  Wilson  for  General  Secretary,  George  H.  Blake  for 
Treasurer,  Paul  M.  Lange  for  Librarian  and  Curator,  and  Nelson  T.  Thorson 
for  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Mr.  Wormser — Has  the  Credentials  Committee  made  its  report  yet?  I 
think  it  is  customary  to  announce  the  number  of  proxies  held  by  everybody. 

President  Markus — The  Secretary  is  going  to  count  them  right  away. 
Resolution  No.  5 : 

“Resolved,  That  we  appreciate  the  continued  hard  work  so  cheerfully  per- 
formed by  ex-President  Moritz  Wormser  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Advertising  and  congratulate  him  on  the  results  achieved;  and,  furthermore, 
we  wish  to  express  to  him  and  our  General  Secretary,  for  their  painstaking 
preparation  of  our  revised  memhership  list  and  new  directory,  already  in 
proof  and  soon  to  be  printed  and  distributed,  our  sincere  thanks.” 

(The  resolution  was  seccndcd  hy  several  of  the  members.) 

President  Markus — All  in  favor  of  the  resolution  will  signify  hy  rising. 
(The  motion  was  unanimously  carried  by  a rising  vote.) 

Mr.  Wormser — I certainly  appreciate  this  compliment.  Thank  you. 

President  Markus — Letters  have  been  received  to  put  A.  N.  A.  members 
on  an  equality  with  non-members  by  raising  The  Nl'.mis.vi.\tist  subscription 
to  any  and  all  to  $3.  Outsiders  may  then  become  members  or  not.  (Cries 
of  “No!”).  This  is  a resolution  that  has  been  asked  for,  and  it  is  submitted 
in  good  faith;  and  after  it  goes  to  the  Resolutions  Committee  you  have  a 
right  to  express  your  opinion  on  the  floor — not  now.  Many  members  are 
now  receiving  The  Nu.mis.matist  for  $2,  and  we  are  compelled  to  pay  $3. 

Mr.  Duftield — No;  that  is  a mistake. 

President  Markus — A.  N.  A.  members  are. 

Mr.  Duflield — They  pay  the  other  dollar  for  dues. 

Mr.  Chapman — Would  these  men  escape  the  one  dollar  for  dues  by  sub- 
scribing direct? 

President  Markus — All  this  discussion  is  futile.  We  w'ill  refer  this  to  the 
Resolutions  Committee,  the  same  as  all  the  other  matters. 

Mr.  Bauer — I offer  such  a motion.  (The  motion  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried. ) 

President  Markus — I have  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

“The  accounts  of  Harry  'f.  Wilson,  General  Secretary,  have  been  audited 
and  found  correct.  We  recommend  the  appointment  of  a committee  to  de- 
vise and  to  report  on  a system  of  coordinating  bookkeeping  to  be  used  by 
the  various  oflicers  of  the  Association.  Respectfully  submitted,

President  Markus-  -I  would  state  in  connection  with  this  that  the  system 
we  have  is  quite  a good  one;  that  is  to  say,  the  President  appoints — and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  also,  for  certain  reports,  appoints — committees  and 
distributes  it  among  various  members  who  are  willing  to  act.  No  change  is 
recommended,  but  if  you  wish  to  take  action  I would  like  to  hear  from 
somebody. 

Dr.  Henderson-  Mr.  President.  I move  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as 
read.  (The  motion  was  seconded.) 

President  Markus  You  have  heard  the  report. 

•Mr.  Schultz — Mr.  President.  1 would  like  to  ask  the  Secretar.v  if  he  is 
satisfied  with  his  present  system. 

Secretary  Wilson  -\es,  I am  satisfied.  The  reason  we  have  it  separate  is 
that  there  are  two  officers  and  the  one  has  to  check  against  the  other,  anil 
the  reason  we  have  two  Auditing  Committees  is  that  we  have  two  olfices. 
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and  they,  in  turn,  check  each  against  the  other.  They  had  a little  dif- 
ficulty in  making  both  accounts  agree.  Thi.s  year  I had  to  put  in  some  in- 
terest on  money  which  Mr.  Blake  had  on  deposit,  hut  ordinarily  we  have  no 
trouble.  Mr.  Blake  will  probably  want  to  have  his  system  carried  out  as  it 
always  has  been,  and  mine  has  always  been  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Schultz — I understand  that  no  two  bookkeepers  will  agree  on  book- 
keeping. and  if  the  Secretary  is  satisfied  and  is  working  in  conjunction  with 
the  Treasurer,  I see  no  reason  why  we  should  upset  a system  he  is  used  to. 

Dr.  Henderson — Mr.  Chairman.  I made  the  motion  and.  in  fact,  wrote  that 
resolution.  There  is  a very  good  object.  We  are  not  complaining  of  the 
system  of  bookkeeping  of  the  Treasurer,  Business  Manager  or  Secretary — 
we  have  no  fault  to  find  with  them  individually — but  it  is  when  it  comes  to 
getting  those  reports  coordinated.  If  any  member  of  this  Association  were 
put  on  the  Auditing  Committee  he  would  soon  discover  that  fact.  That  is 
all  right  so  far  as  the  committees  making  these  reports  are  concerned;  but 
just  for  the  possibility  of  the  future  we  will  assume  that  some  member  want- 
ed to  know  something  about  how  the  affairs  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  are  being  conducted  and  order  an  investigation  of  its  hooks. 
Then  he  wou'd  be  in  a very  sad  plight  and  we  would  not  be  in  very  good 
standing  before  an  investigating  committee.  There  is  only  one  chance  in  a 
million  that  is  going  to  happen,  but  that  one  chance  remains  I cannot  see 
any  complications  and  I can  see  an  advantage  in  having  a cocordinated 
system,  where  a public  accountant  can  step  in  and  audit  these  books  of  the 
various  officers  at  any  time.  At  present  I doubt  if  you  could  get  an  expert 
accountant  to  audit  these  books  and  make  a satisfactory  report  to  this  Asso- 
ciation or  anybody  else.  We  can  satisfy  ourselves  perfectly — there  is  no 
question  about  that — but  when  it  comes  to  an  outsider  it  is  a different  thing 
entirely.  It  may  mean  new  books  for  the  Secretary  and  Business  Manager, 
but  the  system  would  work  to  their  benefit  and  relieve  them  of  some  details 
that  now  enter  in,  I really  believe  that  this  committee  should  be  appointed 
and  that  that  committee  should  just  ’ook  at  the  systems  of  its  Business 
Manager  and  Treasury  and  Secretary,  and  try  some  very  simple  means  of 
coordinating  these  accounts  for  future  records  and  future  reference 

Secretary  Wilson — May  I explain,  for  the  benefit  of  the  members,  how  we 
operate  our  system  at  present?  All  bills  come  to  me  for  payment.  1 draw 
vouchers.  The  voucher  is  sent  to  either  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors or  the  President  for  his  signature.  I sign  it  and  Mr,  Blake  signs  it, 
and  if  it  is  a case  of  going  before  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Thorson, 
in  this  case,  would  sign  it.  That  is  honored  by  check  by  Mr.  Blake.  The 
check  is  sent  to  the  one  rendering  the  bill.  When  you  boil  the  whole  thing 
down  it  is  very  simple  if  the  Auditing  Committee  would  ignore  the  items. 
It  is  immaterial  whether  the  bill  calls  for  envelopes  or  postage  or  a hundred 
and  one  things.  I keep  that  separate  in  my  report.  The  report  is  all  tabu- 
lated and  published  in  The  Nuwis.matist.  and  Mr.  Duffield’s  report  is  item- 
ized. item  by  item.  Of  course,  we  do  not  say  “1,000  envelopes,”  but  we  say 
“Printing  and  stationery  so  much”;  and  I think  if  the  Auditing  Committee 
will  take  the  total  of  those  stubs  they  will  easily  arrive  at  a quick  check  of 
my  account  with  Mr.  Blake. 

Dr.  Henderson — I would  like  to  ask  the  Secretary  one  question  right 
there;  Would  it  not  simplify  matters  greatly  if  you  would  put  those  vouch- 
ers in  your  records  for  the  various  items  you  are  drawing,  in  one  entiy  in 
your  books? 

Secretary  Wilson — Next  time  let  the  Auditing  Committee  take  ]ust  the 
amount  of  the  vouchers  and  not  try  to  take  the  itemized  account.  I lealize 
that  1 will  call  one  thing  a certain  thing  and  you  might  call  it  something 
else.  If  you  will  take  my  totals  and  check  them  up  against  the  total,  that 
should  agree  with  Mr.  Blake’s  figures,  and  the  committee  appointed  to  audit 
Mr  Blake’s  report  and  mine  should  agree  as  to  the  balance  of  total  cash 
and  it  would  be  all  right.  I think  if  we  start  to  devise  another  system  we 
will  only  get  more  tangled  up;  and  as  far  as  a public  auditor  coming  in  and 
looking  through  the  hooks  is  concerned,  I think  if  he  juggled  the  figures  a 
little  bit  he  would  find  that  I put  .stationery  among  printing  or  some  other 


President  Markus — The  members  have  heard  the  resolution  and  the  sug- 
gestion of  Dr.  Henderson  and  also  the  explanation  of  Mr.  Wilson.  You  can 
take  your  choice.  Do  you  wish  to  make  any  remarks  on  this  subject.  Mi. 
Duffield? 
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Mr.  Duffleld — I suppose  it  is  generally  known  that  the  accounts  of  Thk 
Nf.Mis.MATisT  are  entirely  separate  from  the  accounts  of  the  A.  N.  A.  It  al- 
ways has  been  that  way;  in  fact,  when  The  Nc'mis.u.vtist  was  given  to  the 
Association  it  was  given  with  the  understanding  that  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  The  Nu.mis.matist  were  to  be  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Board 
of  Governors;  so  that  ever  since  that  time  the  fund  has  been  kept  separate 
from  the  other  Association  funds. 

President  Markus — You  may  express  your  opinions.  All  who  are  in  favor 
of  the  report  and  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Henderson  will  please  say  aye. 
(The  motion  was  lost.) 


President  Markus — The  suggestion  has  been  made  from  several  sources 
and  from  several  members  that  all  blank  ballots  sent  to  the  General  Secre- 
tary be  eliminated  from  consideration  in  tabulating  the  vote  on  the  election. 
That  is  to  say.  a man  who  does  not  care  enough  about  putting  in  the  name 
of  anybody  for  any  office  will  be  on  the  same  par  as  voting  at  a city  election. 
If  you  cast  a blank  ballot  it  is  worth  nothing. 

Mr.  Duffleld — You  cannot  do  it.  Mr.  President. 

President  Markus — I think  it  is  a subject  for  the  Resolutions  Committee. 
Mr.  Duffleld — We  cannot  do  that. 

President  Markus — We  cannot  discuss  it  now. 


Mr.  Duffleld — Well,  what  is  the  object  of  bringing  it  up  if  we  cannot  dis- 
cuss it? 

President  Markus — Well,  let  it  go  to  the  Resolutions  Committee  and  then 
discuss  it.  Well,  you  can  discuss  it  now  if  you  wish. 

Mr.  Duffle’-d — I am  not  a firm  believer  in  the  proxy  system,  hut  I do  not 
think  we  can  do  that.  We  are  an  incorporated  body  and  every  member  of 
the  Association  has  a right  to  give  somebody  else  his  proxy  to  represent  him 
at  the  convention,  and  a resolution  or  motion  of  the  Association  cannot  take 
that  right  away.  The  fact  that  he  does  not  fill  them  in  does  not  matter'  he 
gives  General  Secretary  Wilson  or  somebody  else  his  proxy,  and  I feel  sure 
that,  legally,  we  cannot  do  anything  of  the  kind. 

Mr.  Morse — Mr.  President,  this  morning  or  yesterday  two  candidates  with- 
drew. I ha\ e proxies,  and  if  they  voted  for  the  men  who  withdrew  thev  have 
lost  their  vote  anyway. 

Mr.  Wormser — No;  they  carry  the  power  of  substitution 

Mr.  Morse — But  it  is  a lot  of  bother. 

Mr.  Chapman — Mr.  President,  are  W'e  not  getting  away  from  the  point  at 
issue?  If  a man  sends  in  a blank  proxy,  with  authority  to  fill  it  out.  that  is 
not  a blank  proxy.  Where  a man  is  given  authority  to  fill  it  out,  that  is  a 
good  proxy.  As  I understand  the  suggestion  of  the  President  it  is  in  the 
case  of  a ballot  sent  in  without  any  names  put  on  it. 

Mr.  Schultz  If  a man  signs  his  name  and  gives  his  nieml>ership  number 
and  address,  he  lea\es  it  blank  and  he  can  put  in  there  anybody  he  pleases. 

Mr.  Chapman — But  suppose  he  does  not  insert  anybody? 

Mr.  Schultz  \\  ell,  that  does  not  amount  to  anything,  then. 

AH'.  Gillette  I do  not  see  how  we  can  do  very  much  in  the  premises,  but 
we  have  always  contended  that  those  who  attend  a convention  ought  to  have 
some  premium  put  on  their  votes  over  the  rest;  but  I do  not  know  how  they 
can  fio  It.  Maybe  the  Resolutions  Committee  is  helpless,  but  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  if  we  could  place  a premium  on  attendance  and  give  their  vote 
more  w^eight  and  maybe  stimulate  attendance. 

Secretary  Wilson — You  cannot  do  that 

— Those  blank  ballots  overcome  the  ballots  of  those  who  are 
actually  here  and  take  an  interest  in  the  proceedings. 

Dr.  Henderson — A ballot  that  comes  in  in  blank  will  be  filled  in  by  an  in- 
terested member  who  is  here.  Is  this  a resolution"’ 

President  Markus — No. 

Dr.  Henderson — Then  how  did  it  come  up? 

President  Markus — It  came  up  as  a suggestion. 

Dr.  Henderson— We  have  got  to  adopt  it  or  reject  it?  Is  that  what  we 
are  here  for  now? 

President  Markus — You  can  table  it. 

Dr.  Henderson  -I  move  to  table  it.  (The  motion  was  seconded.) 

I resident  .Markus-  -I  wish  to  say  something  in  connection  with  this:  Sev- 
eral members  have  expressed  the  opinion  to  me  that  no  proxies  be  sent  out 
to  anybody:  that  the  nominations  be  made  on  the  floor  of  the  convention  and

table  this  resolution.  All  in  favor  will  say  aye.  (The  motion  was  carried.) 

President  Markus — I will  entertain  a motion  to  adjourn  until  2 o’clock 
this  afternoon. 

Mr.  Bauer  -I  move  that  we  adjourn  until  2.P.  M.  (The  motion  was  sec- 
onded and  carried.)

Mr.  Gillette — I move  it  be  accepted  and  placed  on  file.  (The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried.) 

(Mr.  Gillette,  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  then  read  resolution  No.  6 ) 


“Whereas  the  President  of  the  United  States  has  recently  vetoed  a bill 
passed  by  Congress  for  the  issue  of  commemorative  half  dollars  in  connec- 
tion with  the  anniversary  celebration  of  the  Gadsden  Purchase  and  in  his 
veto  message  has  severely  condemned  the  practice  of  issuing  commemorative 
coins  by  the  United  States  Government:  and 

“Whereas  the  American  Numismatic  Association  believes  that  the  issue  of 
commemorative  coins  by  our  Government  is  of  historical  and  patriotic  ad- 
vantages; and 

“'Whereas  such  issues  are  popular  with  all  of  our  citizens  and  furnish  an 
incentive  to  encourage  collecting  of  coins  and  medals  which  will  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  great  patriots  and  of  important  events;  and 

“Whereas  such  issues  foster  the  science  of  numismatics  in  general  as  well 
as  the  development  of  artistic  talent  in  the  medallic  art;  and 

“Whereas  commemorative  coin  issues  have  been  recognized  as  the  func- 
tion of  governments  in  all  periods  of  history  and  in  all  countries:  therefoie 

be  it  . . f 

“Resolved,  That  this  Convention  is  Ri  favor  of  a reversal  ot  the  policy  ot 
the  United  States  Government  in  respect  to  commemorative  issues  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  Presidential  veto;  and,  be  it  further 

“Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Governors,  through  its  Chairman,  plan, 
devise  and  execute  active  steps  for  a concerted  campaign  by  the  Association, 
its  members  individually  and  its  allied  clubs,  to  induce  the  Government  and 
its  various  agencies  to  secure  the  resumption  ot  commemorative  coin  issues 
in  the  near  future.” 


Mr  Gillette — That  is  offered  as  resolution  No.  6,  suggested  and  brought 
here  by  Brother  W^ormser  in  a resolution  which  I th.iik  he  read. 

President  Markus — The  Resolutions  C'ommittee  has  introduced  this  leso 
lution.  Do  I hear  a second?  (The  motion  w'as  seconded  ) 

President  Markus— It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that 
as  read  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  be  adopted.  Aic 

there  any  remarks? 
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Mr.  Zerbe — I doubt  very  much  if  we  could  have  the  President  reverse  him- 
self during  his  administration.  I think  it  was  nice  for  us  to  go  on  record, 
as  that  resolution  places  us;  but  I believe  the  appeal  and  approach  on  com- 
memorative coins  should  be  made  by  the  members  through  their  Congress- 
men and  Senators.  As  far  as  taking  it  up  with  the  President  or  with  the 
Government  direct  is  concerned,  it  would  be  a waste  of  time.  I believe  the 
appeal  should  he  to  our  Congressmen. 

President  Markus — The  remarks  of  Mr.  Zerbe  are  very  timely  and  they 
may  be  published  in  The  Ntjusmatist  and  letters  may  be  written  to  our  Con- 
gressmen if  the  members  wish. 

Mr.  Gillette — It  says  “take  such  steps  as  they  see  fit  to  induce  the  Gov- 
ernment.” That  means  that  they  may  do  anything  they  wish. 

Mr.  Duffield — Mr.  Hoffecker,  of  El  Paso,  Texas,  was  instrumental  in  hav- 
ing this  issue  of  coins  go  as  far  as  it  did.  I was  in  communication  with  him 
and  exchanged  several  letters.  He  had  arranged  to  have  a half-page  adver- 
tisement in  the  magazine  and  I had  the  advertisement  in  type.  The  expec- 
tation was  that  the  President  would  sign  the  bill,  but  when  he  vetoed  it, 
the  advertisement  was,  of  course,  canceled.  But  Mr.  Hoffecker  went  to 
Washington  and  stayed  there  for  about  a month,  interviewing  different  mem- 
bers of  the  House  and  Senate,  and  trying  to  induce  them  to  give  their  vote 
for  the  passage  of  the  bill,  and  he  was  finally  successful.  While  it  was  in 
committee  he  was  called  in  the  committee  room  and  it  was  explained  to  him 
that  there  had  been  some  objection  raised  to  the  issue  of  such  coins  because 
often  the  entire  issue  of  coins  was  not  taken  up  by  the  commission  for  which 
it  was  issued.  We  know  that  from  the  Oregon  Memorial  Association  half 
dollar.  Mr.  Hoffecker  asked  for  only  10,000  half  dollars,  and  he  gave  the 
committee  a certified  check  for  §5,000 — the  face  value  of  the  coins — to  in- 
sure every  coin  being  lifted,  as  the  expression  has  been  used  at  this  conven- 
tion— taken  by  the  commission,  so  that  the  mint  authorities  would  not  have 
any  left  on  their  hands.  He  guaranteed  this  by  his  certified  check,  and  up 
to  that  time  the  issue  of  coins  had  the  approval  of  Mr.  Mellon — that  is,  Mr. 
Hoffecker  told  me  that,  and  I believe  it  is  true — but  when  the  President 
vetoed  the  bill  a motion  was  made  to  pass  the  bill  over  his  veto,  and  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  it  received  a majority  when  it  passed  Congress, 
only  a mere  handful  voted  to  override  the  President’s  veto.  Those  facts  I 
got  from  Mr.  Hoffecker  himself 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President.  I would  like  to  supplement  Mr.  Duffleld’s 
remarks.  When  it  seemed  that  the  Association  would  take  this  up  I got  the 
Congressional  Record  on  this  subject,  and  in  the  discussion  on  the  floor  it 
was  pointed  out  that  not  only  was  the  Government  not  going  to  lose  any 
money,  but  on  account  of  the  low  price  of  silver  it  stood  to  make  two  or 
three  thousand  dollars  on  the  issue  because  Mr.  Hoffecker  had  underwritten 
it,  practically:  but  in  spite  of  that  the  motion  was  lost  to  override  the  veto, 
so  I am  convinced  that  it  was  defeated  simply  on  party  lines  to  uphold  the 
President.  I do  not  think  it  was  decided  on  its  merits  at  all. 

President  Markus — Has  any  one  else  anything  to  say? 

Mr.  Zerbe — I was  informed  that  the  small  vote  to  pass  the  hill  over  the 
President’s  veto  came  mainly  from  those  who  had  introduced  similar  bills, 
or  had  them  ready  to  introduce,  and  that  it  had  no  other  support. 

President  Markus — Does  any  other  gentleman  wish  to  be  heard? 

Mr.  Bauer — I remember  reading  in  The  Numi.smati.st,  or  somewhere. 
President  Hoover’s  veto.  I may  be  wrong  in  this,  but  I think  the  President 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  these  coins  confused  the  general  public,  be- 
ing in  circulation  with  the  current  coins.  I think  that  was  the  dominating 
issue  as  to  the  reason  why  we  could  not  get  support  on  the  souvenir  half 
dollars.  I do  not  know  whether  I am  right  on  that  or  not. 

President  Markus — Does  anybody  else  wish  to  be  heard?  If  not,  it  has 
been  moved  and  seconded  that  this  resolution  he  adopted.  All  those  in 
favor  say  aye,  contrary  no.  (The  motion  was  carried.) 

President  Markus — The  next  order  of  business  will  be  the  reading  of  the 
number  of  proxies  held  by  the  various  members,  as  compiled  by  the  Sec- 
retary, Harry  T.  \\  ilson.  ( Mr.  Wilson  then  read  the  report  referred  to. )

Credentials  Committee. 


Mr,  Wormser — I move  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  be 
accepted,  with  thanks,  and  put  in  the  minutes,  and  that  the  committee  be 
discharged.  (The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — Mr.  Wormser,  have  you  any  more  papers  to  read? 

Mr.  Wormser — I am  not  the  chairman  on  Papers.  Mr.  Lloyd  is  chairman, 
and  I think  he  has  a number. 

President  Markus — I understand  that  very  well,  but  I was  under  the  im- 
pression that  he  had  turned  them  over  to  you. 

Mr.  Wormser — No,  only  those  I have  read. 

President  Markus — Has  any  member  present  anything  that  he  wishes  to 
bring  before  the  convention  this  afternoon?  I would  like  to  have  as  many 
matters  concluded  as  possible.  If  you  have  anything  on  your  minds  you  may 
present  it  now,  because  there  will  not  be  a corporal’s  guard  present  here 
tomorrow. 

Mr.  Schultz — Mr.  President,  I have  something  on  my  mind,  and  it  is  this: 
I have  an  idea  that  our  Association  is  somewhat  handicapped  from  the  fact 
that  some  of  us  know  coins  and  a good  many  of  them  do  not  know  coins; 
and  when  an  outsider  comes  in  and  gets  one  of  the  catalogs,  he  finds  a coin 
rated  at  from  one  to  five  cents — the  large  penny,  for  instance — he  reads  the 
dealer’s  catalog,  and  it  is  rated  at  one  to  five  cents,  and  directly  afterwards 
he  reads  where  somebody  paid  |90  for  the  very  same  thing  that  he  sold  for 
five  or  ten  cents.  What  I am  trying  to  get  at  is  this:  I believe  that  if  we  had 

some  kind  of  a code  that  could  be  put  into  a price  list  it  would  be  beneficial 

to  the  membership.  By  reading  the  price  list — of  course,  I understand  it 
would  be  quite  a job  to  get  up  a price  list  giving  the  variations — but  a Jiappy 
medium  can  always  be  struck  on  everything,  and  if  the  rating  were  “fair,” 
“good,”  “fine,”  “very  fine,”  and  it  were  uncirculated,  and  there  were  a copy 
for  each  one  of  the  membership,  I have  the  idea  that  a good  many  people 
seeing  that  code  there  and  knowing  that  it  was  a price,  but  that  they  could 
not  understand  it,  I believe  it  would  be  somewhat  of  an  inducement  to  drive 
them  into  the  organization  to  get  the  secrets  of  the  code.  I am  only  bring- 
ing this  up  tentatively.  I see  one  member  smiling  and  I expected  that  fiom 
the  dealers.  I am  going  to  work  on  this  and  see  if  we  cannot  work  out  a 

code  of  some  kind.  I am  satisfied  that  if  we  could  do  such  a thing  we  could 

get  our  membership  doubled  and  trebled.  There  are  millions  of  people  walk- 
ing around  with  old  coins  in  their  pockets,  who  think  they  are  worth  a for- 
tune; and  they  are  junk.  There  was  a lady  out  in  the  exhibit  rooni  who 
had  some  coins,  and  she  said:  “I  want  you  to  understand  that  my  grandfath- 
er had  those  coins  and  they  are  not  junk.”  She  is  an  enemy  of  mine  foi 
We  use  the  word  “junk”  and  we  know  what  it  means,  but  the  outsidei  does 

not  know  what  is  means. 
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^ to  again  emphasize  the  importance  of  having  a committee  on 

the  floor,  in  the  display  room,  with  badges  properly  worded — an  information 
committee  —and  that  that  committee  take  care  of  all  inquiries  for  informa- 
tion regarding  coins.  At  every  convention  we  have  always  been  confronted 
with  the  problem  in  the  display  room  of  people  who  bring  coins  in  and  who 
have  not  been  given  proper  information.  If  we,  at  each  convention,  would 
recommend  to  the  local  committee  that  they  appoint  two  men,  properly 
equipped  with  information  and  properly  equipped  with  badges,  showing  that 
they  were  authorities  and  could  furnish  information,  it  would  be  a splendid 
thing;  and  for  that  reason  I recommend  again  to  our  Chairman  of  the  Reso- 
lutions Committee  that  he  in  some  way  make  some  recommendation  cover- 
ing that  subject. 

President  Markus — Does  any  other  member  wish  to  speak  on  this  subject? 

Mr.  Glllette--Is  that  of  general  interest  to  the  whole  Association?  Mr. 
Thorson’s  idea  is  to  have  the  local  committee  have  some  of  their  own  men 
serve  in  that  capacity? 

Mr.  Thorson — Either  locally  or  members  of  the  A.  N.  A. 

Mr.  Gillette — It  is  a very  hard  position  to  put  any  person  in.  I have  been 
called  up  on  the  telephone,  and  if  anybody  asked  me  for  prices  I would  tell 
them  that  there  is  one  list  that  the  dealers  get  out,  indicating  prices  at  which 
they  will  purchase  coins;  and  another  list  showing  prices  at  which  they  will 
sell  coins.  It  would  be  a very  difficult  thing  to  pass  on  the  values  of  coins. 

Mr.  Bauer  I am  heartily  in  favor  of  Mr.  Thorson’s  idea.  In  my  way  of 
thinking  we  should  have  at  conventions  a booth,  with  a sign  “Information  on 
Coins,”  and  tell  the  people  in  a general  way  whether  they  are  valuable  or 
not  and  let  them  sell  them  if  they  wish.  Of  course,  it  does  away  with  the 
opportunity  of  a person  buying  a coin  cheaply. 

President  Markus  The  idea  is  so  good  that  1 appoint  Mr.  Thorson  a com- 
mittee of  one  to  bring  this  up  in  a proper  manner  and  present  it  to  the  Cin- 
cinnati convention  in  1931.  Has  anybody  else  anything  to  bring  before  the 
convention  this  afternoon?  If  not,  I will  entertain  a motion  that  we  adjourn 
until  tomorrow  morning  at  10  o’clock. 

Mr.  Zei  be  I move  that  we  adjourn  until  10  o’clock  tomorrow  morning 

(The  motion  was  sceconded  and  carried.)

Dr.  Swift  is 
not  a member  of  the  Association;  and  in  the  second  place,  it  was  read  at 
Los  Angeles.  Is  it  proper  for  the  Association  to  accept  a paper  which  has 
been  read  at  some  other  club? 

Mr.  Lloyd — I think  Mr.  Duffield  should  insert  “Paper  read  before  the  Los 
Angeles  Coin  Club  in  July.” 

Mr.  Wormser — I think  we  should  advise  Dr.  Swift  to  that  effect  and  tell 
him  we  think  it  would  be  very  nice  if  he  would  join  the  Association.  I think 
that  is  what  we  ought  to  do. 

Mr.  Lloyd — I think  that  could  be  done. 

Mr.  Wormser — And  you  could  tell  him  that  it  is  not  customary  to  print 
papers  of  non-members. 

Mr.  Lloyd — Mr.  Kennedy  sent  it  in.  What  will  we  do  with  the  original 
papers?

Mr.  Lloyd — And  the  original  letters — are  they  written  by  the  committee? 

President  Markus — No. 

Mr.  Wormser — That  would  except  Dr.  Swift’s  paper  from  the  motion. 

President  Markus — Yes.  All  in  favor  of  the  motion  say  aye,  contrary  no. 
(The  motion  was  carried.) 

Mr.  Wormser — Mr.  President,  having  had  the  arduous  task  of  being  chair- 
man of  the  Publication  Committee  for  several  years,  I would  like  to  move 
a rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Lloyd  for  his  wonderful  work.  I think  he  has 
gathered  a splendid  lot  of  papers  and  I think  we  should  express  our  thanks 
to  him  in  this  way.  (The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.) 

Mr.  Lloyd — Thank  you. 

President  Markus — We  have  come  now  to  the  parting  of  the  ways,  but 
before  we  adjourn,  is  there  any  member  present  who  wishes  to  present  some- 
thing to  the  convention?  If  so,  now  is  the  proper  time. 

Mr.  Zerbe — Mr.  President,  I would  like  to  say  a few  words  on  spurious 
Bryan  money.  “Spurious”  is  not  the  proper  word.  I cannot  think  of  a bet- 
ter word  than  “fake”  Bryan  money.  Since  the  publication  of  the  catalog 
several  pieces  have  brought  more  than  $50,  and  in  the  last  eighteen  months 
a number  of  specimens,  never  heard  of  before,  have  shown  up  in  collections 
like  Mr.  Snow’s,  Dr.  Harris’  and  my  own.  Between  them  I think  we  have 
20  or  25.  It  does  not  seem  reasonable  that  a series  going  back  to  1896 
would  have  these  numerous  unheard-of  specimens  come  to  life  within  a year 
and  a half  or  two  years.  They  are  of  two  classes  and  can  be  readily  identi- 
fied within  those  classes.  One  is  of  lead  composition,  but  with  various  com- 
binations of  obverses  and  reverses.  Then  there  are  battered  silver  dollars 
of  1896-1900,  variously  lettered  from  the  same  set  of  hand  punches.  (Mr. 
Zerbe  continued  his  talk,  describing  the  pieces  and  his  efforts  to  trace  and 
suppress  their  production  and  stating  that  he  had  been  warning  collectors 
against  them. ) 

President  Markus — What  will  you  do  with  this  interesting  talk? 

Mr.  Wormser — Do  you  wish  this  published,  Mr.  Zerbe? 

Mr.  Bauer — Mr.  President,  I offer  a motion  that  this  talk  be  received  with 
the  thanks  of  the  Association  for  the  fine  and  diligent  work  of  Mr.  Zerbe  in 
trying  to  run  down  people  who  are  a menace  to  collecting.  Whenever  these 
things  come  up  I think  it  is  a fine  thing  for  anybody  like  Mr.  Zerbe  to  take 
an  interest  in  trying  to  check  it.  That  is  something  that  all  through  my 
collecting  career  has  appeared  from  time  to  time.  We  have  serious  trouble 
with  the  ancient  coins.  Forgeries  are  numerous.  There  is  not  a col'ector 
in  the  world  who  has  not  paid  real  money  for  fakes. 

Mr.  Chapman  .Mr.  Chairman,  1 would  like  to  say  a word  about  foreign 
coins  being  dealt  in  by  collectors  and  dealers,  and  1 would  say  more  by  col- 
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lectors  than  by  dealers.  There  are  very  few  who  will  stand  up  and  throw 
away  dollars  that  they  can  get  real  money  for.  My  brother  and  I,  since 
1876,  have  discarded  all  spurious  coins.  Lead  casts  of  United  States  coins 
were  distributed.  We  finally  stopped  that.  Every  counterfeit  that  I get 
hold  of  goes  into  my  counterfeit  box.  I think  I have  done  a lot  to  clean  up 
the  market.  If  I ever  sell  a counterfeit  I stand  behind  it  and  redeem  it,  and 
I think  if  collectors  would  stop  buying  foreign  pieces  from  dealers  it  would 
assist  in  discouraging  this  practice.  I would  like  to  see  collectors  and  deal- 
ers cooperate  along  this  line. 

President  Markus — All  who  are  in  favor  of  extending  a vote  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Zerbe  for  his  remarks  will  please  manifest  their  appreciation  by  rising. 
(The  motion  was  carried.) 

President  Markus — It  is  unanimous.  r 

Mr.  Zerbe — I thank  you,  gentlemen. 

President  Markus — Is  there  anybody  else  who  wishes  to  present  some- 
thing to  the  convention? 

Mr.  Morse — I would  suggest  that  the  coins  be  destroyed,  because  if  any- 
thing happens  to  you,  what  is  going  to  become  of  them?  They  are,  natural- 
ly, going  to  be  redistributed.  They  are  hoarded,  and  at  some  time  or  other 
somebody  who  should  not  get  them  is  apt  to  get  them. 

Mr.  Chapman — I might  say  that  I have  given  Mr.  Edward  T.  Newell,  of 
New  York,  thousands  of  ancient  coins,  which  he  said  he  would  like  to  study. 

Mr.  Morse — I thought  you  referred  to  United  States  coins. 

Mr.  Chapman — Any  spurious  United  States  coins  I turn  in  to  the  Govern- 
ment. Some  of  them  were  very  curious.  They  were  made  about  1800.  It 
was  really  a pity  to  destroy  that  lot  of  stuff  because  they  were  interesting 
in  showing  the  work  of  the  time.  I showed  them  to  Chief  Wilkinson  and  he 
said  that  it  was  really  a shame  to  destroy  them.  I turned  over  to  them 
about  four  cigar  boxes  full  of  United  States  coins.  I remember  one  half 
dollar  of  1787,  of  the  type  of  1794 — that  was  a curiosity — and  I turned  over 
several  gold  pieces.  If  we  would  hold  on  to  every  counterfeit  we  get  it  would 
be  a blessing.  I do  not  doubt  that  there  are  counterfeits  being  made  all 
the  time.  A man  from  Los  Angeles  begged  me  for  one  of  them,  but  I would 
not  sell  it  to  him.  Then  he  said:  “Well,  then,  I won’t  take  a thing  I have 
bought  from  you.”  He  finally  took  the  stuff,  however,  and  I asked  him  why 
he  was  so  insistent  on  having  that  1804  counterfeit  dollar.  He  replied  that 
he  was  going  to  put  it  in  his  window,  with  a sign  on  it  reading:  “1804  Dollar 
Obtained  from  the  Great  Expert,  Chapman,  of  Philadelphia.”  He  added: 
“I  would  have  got  $500  for  it.”  (Laughter.) 

President  Markus — Has  anybody  any  further  matter  that  he  wishes  to 
present  for  our  consideration? 

Mr.  Lloyd — On  behalf  of  the  Buffalo  Numismatic  Association  I wish  to 
express  a word  of  appreciation  to  a man  whom  I think  is  one  of  our  fore- 
most convention  boosters.  He  used  in  his  advertising  for  three  months  a 
slogan  which  boosted  our  convention.  I wish  to  name  as  the  object  of  this 
expression  of  appreciation  John  B.  Morse,  of  Hadley,  Mass. 

Mr.  Morse — 'Thank  you. 

President  Markus — Is  there  anything  else  to  be  presented?  If  not,  I wish 
to  say  to  the  members  present  and  those  who  are  not  present,  who  have 
written  to  me  regarding  any  subject  whatever,  that  has  not  come  up  for 
discussion,  that  it  has  not  been  an  act  of  commission:  it  has  rather  been  an 
act  of  omission,  and  has  been  due,  solely  and  absolutely,  to  my  infirmity. 
To  the  absent  ones  who  read  The  Numismatist  I wish  to  say  that  I hope  they 
will  accept  my  apology  and  present  the  same  subject  for  consideration  at 
Cincinnati  next  year.  If  there  is  no  further  business  to  be  transacted  I will 
entertain  a motion  that  we  adjourn  sine  die. 

Mr.  Zerbe — Mr.  Chairman,  I move  that  we  adjourn.  (The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried.) 

President  Markus — We  stand  adjourned.

HY  THE  WINDOWS  YE  SHALL  KNOAV  THEM. 

The  underworld’s  nooks  and  crannies  in  Chicago  were  searched  recently 
for  “Big  Earl”  Herbert,  notorious  hoodlum  and  fugitive  from  justice,  want- 
ed hy  Secret  Service  operatives  in  the  expose  of  a counterfeiting  ring.  The 
principal  flaw  is  in  the  automobile  passing  in  front  of  the  Treasury  Building. 
In  genuine  |10  gold  certificates,  the  windows  of  the  tiny  car  can  he  easily 
seen,  while  the  car  in  the  fake  notes  has  no  windows. 

Herbert  was  implicated  as  the  ring’s  chief  after  the  arrest  of  Forest 
Marvel,  an  ex-convict,  and  a woman,  and  the  seizure  of  $53,0  00  in  spurious 
$10  gold  certificates.  The  woman,  whose  name  was  not  disclosed,  impli- 
cated Herbert,  the  Secret  Service  operatives  said.  The  expose  followed  the 
arrest  several  days  ago  in  Rockford,  111.,  of  Peter  Belasiniz  and  John  Mc- 
Nulty, who  confessed  they  passed  $28,000  in  fake  money  in  Chicago. 
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The  Buffalo  Convention’s  Social  Side 

With  intermittent  showers  falling  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  the  outlook 
for  an  enjoyable  convention  was  none  too  bright  as  the  members  reached 
the  Hotel  Statler  on  those  days  to  attend  the  Buffalo  Convention  of  the  A. 
N.  A.,  August  23  to  28.  Once  they  reached  the  hotel,  however,  weather 
conditions  played  little  part,  for  all  A.  N.  A.  activities  were  centered  under 
the  hotel  roof  and  no  one  was  compelled  to  go  outside  for  any  part  of  the 
program.

All  in  all.  it  was  a most  enjoyable  occasion.  The  convention  committee 
of  the  Buffalo  Numismatic  Association  had  been  busy  for  months  perfecting 
arrangements,  and  all  the  social  features,  as  well  as  other  arrangements, 
showed  the  execution  of  well-thought-out  plans. 

If  we  were  disposed  to  be  critical,  we  might  say  that  it  was  a mistake  to 
attempt  to  see  thoroughly  the  contents  of  three  public  institutions  in  a single 
afternoon.  But  the  Buffalo  members  knew  these  buildings  contain  objects 
in  which  all  would  be  interested  and  would  want  to  see,  and  it  did  not  seem 
practical  to  omit  any  one  of  them  from  the  drive.  But  in  their  enthusiasm 
they  overlooked  the  fact  that  extended  sightseeing  under  the  most  favorable 
circumstances  becomes  a little  tiresome,  particularly  to  those  who  are  no 
longer  young.

DISPUTE  .ARISES  ON  FIND  OF  COINS.

There  were  ten  pieces 
of  the  Republic  of  Genoa  and  others  of  the  Republic  of  Venice,  as  well  as  a 
double  scudo  of  Vincenzo  I of  Mantua  and  some  thirty  scudi  of  Philip  II

UKCIES  USE  OF  PL.ATIXl  M FOR  ( OIXS. 

Use  of  platinum  for  coinage  as  a means  of  stabilizing  the  platinum  indus- 
try, no'w  thieatened  by  overproduction,  and  receding  prices  of  that  precious 
metal,  is  advocated  by  Dr.  George  F.  Kunz,  gem  expert  of  Tiffany  & Co 
New  York  City,  and  a member  of  the  A.  N.  A.,  in  an  article  in  The  Mineral 
Industry. 

Dr.  Kunz  suggests  that  the  price  of  platinum,  now  useii  largely  in  the  jew- 
elry and  electric  tiades,  be  stabilized  at  850  an  ounce,  and  jioints  out  that  a 
|50  platinum  piece  would  weigh  about  the  same  as  a $20  gold  piece  and 
be  10  per  cent,  smallei  in  size.  It  could  therefore  be  carried  in  the  pocket 
much  more  conveniently  and  in  larger  quantity  than  could  gold  coins  of  the 
same  denomination,  he  adds. 

Discussing  the  difficulties  faced  by  the  platinum  industry  and  the  relief 
measure  he  proposes.  Dr.  Kunz  says: 

“The  outstanding  features  of  the  platinum  industry  in  192!)  were  the  con- 
tinued increase  in  production,  which  is  now  apparently  reaching  the  satura- 
tion point  of  consumption  under  present  conditions,  and  the  corresponding 
reduction  in  price  which  resulted  from  competition  for  the  market  There 
seem  to  be  only  two  possible  solutions  of  this  difficulty — either  an  active 
campaign  of  research  for  the  development  of  new  uses  or  an  organized  con- 
trol of  production  and  marketing,  such  as  already  exists  in  the  diamond  in- 
dustry. 

There  are  many  advantages  to  be  reaped  in  the  use  of  platinum  for  coin- 
age that  make  the  question  worthy  of  serious  consideration,  not  only  in 
those  countries  in  which  increasing  production  makes  it  probable  that  there 
will  be  an  excess  above  the  supply  necessary  for  technical  and  industrial 
uses,  but  also  in  the  L nited  States,  where  little  is  produced,  but  iii  wliich  a 
large  percentage  of  the  world’s  output  is  used.”

The  obverse  is  similar  to  the  emblem  of  the  B.  N.  A.,  except  that  it  has 
the  letters  A.  N.  A.  above  the  buffalo  and  1930  below  The  reverse  has  the 
emblem  of  the  A.  N.  A.  The  bar  pin  held  the  name  of  the  member,  and  the 
connecting  ribbon  has  three  stripes,  blue,  white  and  blue. 


THE  VATICAX  STATE’S  XEW  COIXS. 

A dispatch  to  the  Wall  Street  Journal  fro.m  Rome  says  that  after  some 
hesitation  the  Vatican  State  has  decided  to  issue  its  own  metallic  currency, 
coinage  of  which  has  been  suspended  since  1870.  The  Italian  mint,  which 
for  years  past  has  struck  Papal  medals,  is  to  have  the  contract  for  the  coins, 
and  they  will  be  exchangeable  against  Italian  pieces  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  kingdom,  being  identical  therewith  in  respect  of  metal  contents,  meas- 
urement and  face  value 

There  will  be  no  limit  on  issue  of  Vatican  gold  coins,  but  for  silver,  nickel 
and  copper  coins  the  total  face  value  cannot  exceed  1,000,000  lire  annually 
for  the  first  five  years  and  800,000  lire  annually  for  the  subsequent  five. 
Exceptionally  in  years  of  a Pope’s  death,  an  extra  contingent  of  500,000  lire 
is  allowed.  The  Vatican  also  can  mint  10,000  complete  sets  of  coins,  dated 
1929,  for  collectors,  each  set  to  cost  at  face  value  135.86  lire  and  embrace 
one  gold  piece  of  100  lire,  three  silver  pieces  of  20  lire,  10  lire  and  5 Hi'e, 
two  nickel  of  50  and  20  centesimi  and  two  copper  of  10  and  5 centesimi. 
On  one  side  will  be  engraved  the  Pope’s  head  and  on  the  other  Papal 
emblems. 

Most  of  the  coins  probably  will  be  al)sorbed  by  collectors  or  kept  as 
souvenirs.  Their  issue  appears  to  have  been  decided  upon  in  order  to  add 
more  proof  that  the  Vatican  is  a sovereign  state.  Rumors  (hat  a Vatican 
bank  is  to  be  founded  receive  little  credence  in  financial  quarters  in  Rome.

Whatever  delay  there  may  be  in  placing  this  number  of  the  magazine  in 
the  mails  is  due  to  the  size  of  the  issue  and  unexpected  difficulties  in  as- 
sembling the  material  of  which  it  is  made  up.  The  great  length  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Buffalo  convention  of  the  A.  N.  A.  is  due  to  the  excellent 
and  very  complete  report  of  the  stenographers,  Monro,  Munson  & Jenkins, 
of  Buffalo,  and  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  give  the  report  to  our  read- 
ers with  only  the  slightest  condensation.  Several  important  matters  affect- 
ing the  A.  N.  A.  were  discussed  at  length  in  the  business  session,  and  a read- 
ing of  the  entire  report  will  repay  those  interested  in  its  welfare. 


E.VSY  FINDING  LIST  OF  COINS. 

A pamphlet  has  recently  been  issued  by  William  F.  Dunham,  of  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  a member  of  the  A.  N.  A.  and  the  California  Coin  Club,  en- 
titled “Easy  Finding  List,  Canadian  and  United  States.  U.  S.  Colonial  and 
Territorial  Coins,  Hard  Times  Tokens,  Encased  U.  S.  Postage  Stamps."  The 
purpose  of  the  list  is  to  enable  one  to  determine  at  a glance  the  approximate 
value  of  any  of  the  coins  included  in  the  titte.  in  one  or  more  grades  of 
preservation. 
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NEW  VARIETY  OF  HAEF  DOEEAR  OP  J817  REl’ORTEI). 

E.  T.  Wallis,  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  writes  that  he  has  recently  discovered 
a heretofore  unknown  variety  of  the  1817  half  dollar,  the  last  figure  of  the 
date  being  cut  over  a 4.  A number  of  half  dollars  of  1817  over  ’13  are 
known,  but  this  is  the  first  one  over  ’14  reported,  Mr.  Wallis  says.  He 
also  says  the  coin  is  practically  uncirculated  and  the  overdate  can  be  seea 
plainly.  The  reverse  is  also  an  unlisted  variety,  as  both  I’s  in  United  and 
America  have  the  lower  ceriphs  broken  off  diagonally  toward  the  right,  and 
the  I in  United  also  has  the  left  side  of  the  top  ceriph  broken  off.  The  ob- 
verse shows  a die  break  across  the  coin,  starting  from  the  border  to  the- 
right  of  the  figure  7 and  through  the  ear  and  between  B and  E of  Liberty- 
to  the  top  of  the  border.  Mr.  Wallis  thinks  the  die  may  have  been  cracked 
when  the  t was  cut  over  the  4 and  the  die  may  have  been  broken  when  the 
striking  began. 

Howard  R Newcomb,  of  Los  Angeles,  and  M.  L.  Beistle,  of  Shippensburg, 
Pa.,  both  authorities  on  the  half-dollar  series,  have  examined  the  coin  and 
pronounced  it  a hitherto  unknown  variety.

( OMMEMORATIVE  HALF  DOEEARS. 

An  Open  Letter  to  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  A.  N.  A.: 

In  the  deluge  of  opinions  and  discussions  in  recent  years  concerning  our 
commemorative  half  dollars  I have  seen  no  mention  whatever  of  what  has 
seemed  to  me  to  be  one  of  the  two  outstanding  defects-  in  the  whole  affair — 
the  practice  of  allowing  certain  groups  to  use  the  United  States  mint  to 
further  their  own  interests,  subsequently  selling  the  output  at  a profit. 

I do  not  question  the  worthiness  of  their  ob.iects;  in  fact,  I know  of  no  in- 
stance which  failed  to  merit  the  commemoration  it  received.  My  criticism 
on  this  point  would  be  directed,  rather,  at  the  inevitably  restricted  “circula- 
tion” which  these  coins  have  attained. 

The  whole  principle  is  unsound,  and  it  is  an  amazing  thing  that  the 
Treasury  Department  has  allowed  itself  to  be  used  in  this  manner.  If  the 
mint  can  legitimately  coin  half  dollars  and  job  the  whole  issue  to  a certain 
organization  which  expects  to  sell  them  at  a profit,  why  could  not  the  Treas- 
ury Department  issue  commemorative  dollar  bills  on  the  same  theory?  They 
would  at  least  have  the  merit  of  beautiful  engraving.  What  sort  of  answer 
would  the  Postoffice  Department  give  to  a delegation  of  “prominent  citizens 
who  desired  a special  issue  of  stamps  to  commemorate  some  local  bit  of  hi^ 
tory,  but  who  wanted  the  entire  lot  turned  over  to  them  at  face^  value,  with 
the  intention  of  selling  them  to  the  public  at  double  par?  Whatever  the 
Postmaster-General  might  think  of  this  scheme,  he  would  have  to  admit 
that  the  Treasury  Department  had  already  blazed  the  trail,  in  pi  inciple. 
Absurd  as  the  precedent  may  be,  nevertheless  it  has  been  established. 
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One  might  argue  that  no  one  is  compelled  to  buy  these  coins — but  that  is 
merely  a statement  of  fact.  If  no  one  did,  these  numismatic  gems  would  go 
back  to  the  melting  pot,  and  the  committee  on  ways  and  means  would  have 
to  iook  for  some  legitimate  method  of  financing  their  otherwise  worthy  plans. 

The  other  outstanding  defect  I have  in  mind  is  that  of  mediocrity.  Few 
of  these  coins  may  rightly  be  called  artistic.  A crowded  field,  poor  portrait- 
ure (the  Lincoln  is  a fine  exception)  and  miserable  engraving  combine  to 
make  the  series  as  a whole  a keen  disappointment.  If  anyone  called  for 
three  cheers,  even  the  Scotchman’s  offer  to  compromise  on  two  would  be 
generous.  I have  seen  ordinary  convention  badges  which  showed  far  better 
die  engraving  than  some  of  these  coins.  Not  more  than  three  or  four  in  the 
series  will  compare  favorably  with  the  forerunner  of  the  lot — the  Columbian 
half  dollar. 

My  objection  to  an  inflated  price  is  not  personal.  I have  bought  them  all 
as  they  were  issued,  and,  as  a matter  of  fact,  their  market  value  today  is 
several  times  the  original  cost.  My  contention  is  against  an  unsound  prin- 
ciple. 

President  Hoover’s  veto  of  the  Gadsden  Purchase  bill  providing  for  an- 
other commemorative  issue  seemed  drastic.  Extermination  of  criminals  is 
safer  than  attempted  reform — and  yet  there  are  exceptions.  This  idea  of 
commemorative  half  dollars  did  not  deserve  extermination,  but  it  desperate- 
ly needed  reform.  As  to  the  President’s  fear  of  counterfeiting,  the  public  is 
so  unfamiliar  with  the  appearance  of  these  coins  (thanks  to  the  prevailing 
system)  that  the  difficulty  of  passing  genuine  pieces  would  discourage  any 
counterfeiter  from  any  attempt  to  imitate  them;  he  would  stick  to  the 
familiar  types,  for  they  are  usually  taken  for  granted. 

By  all  means  let  us  have  commemorative  coins;  the  whole  history  of  coin- 
age is  rich  in  examples  of  their  value.  But  let  the  Government  issue  them  on 
the  same  basis  all  its  other  coins  are  issued,  and  in  quantities  that  will  result 
in  their  universal  use.  If  the  person  or  event  in  question  does  not  merit 
this,  no  recognition  whatever  should  be  given.  When  the  mint  is  forced  by 
illegitimate  political  influence  to  descend  to  the  level  of  a publicity  bureau 
it  has  invited  the  jolt  of  a Presidential  veto. 

If  W'e  are  to  have  more  commemorative  coins — and  I sincerely  hope  we 
may,  eventually — let  them  not  only  be  issued  as  I have  suggested,  but 
above  and  beyond  every  other  consideration  let  them  be  appropriate  and 
beatiful  in  design  and  let  the  die  engraving  be  worthy  of  the  subject.

A memorial  medal  has  been  issued  commemorating  the  900th  anniversary 
of  the  Cathedral  of  Speyer,  Germany,  and  is  illustrated  here. 


The  obverse  has  the  portrait  of  the  three  emperors  under  whose  reigns 
the  Cathedral  was  built — Konrad  II,  1039;  Heinrich  III,  1105,  and  Heinrich 
IV,  110  6.  The  reverse  shows  the  Cathedral  with  appropriate  inscription. 


NEW  ISSUE. 

Belgium — A piece  of  one  belga.  or  5 francs,  dated  1930.  The  portrait  of 
King  Albert  is  on  the  obverse.  On  the  edge,  “Belgie  Belgique.”  Struck  in 
a composition  metal  resembling  nickel. 


A piece  with  the  same  designs  and  in  the  same  metal  has  also  been  issued 
with  the  inscriptions  in  Flemish.  This  is  not  unusual  with  Belgian  coins.

Leather  medals  are  sometimes  awarded,  figuratively,  to  those  who  have 
incurred  our  displeasure.  But  few  have  actually  been  struck  in  this  fabric, 
so  far  as  our  limited  observation  goes.  We  recall  one  that  was  issued — a 
rather  attractive  one-— in  the  political  campaign  of  1872  in  support  of  Grant 
and  Wilson,  the  “Galena  Tanner”  and  the  “Natick  Cobbler,”  leather  being 
considered  quite  appropriate  for  a campaign  medal  when  both  candidates 
had  been  identified  with  the  leather  industry  in  their  early  lives.  Another 
leather  medal — a satirical  one — was  issued  following  the  political  campaign 
of  1884,  “In  Commemoration  of  the  Democratic  Party,  1885-1889.” 


And  now  comes  another,  issued  by  the  Detroit  Coin  Club,  commemorating 
ns  150th  anniversary  meeting,  August  21,  1930,  A single  die  was  prepared 
for  a medal  for  the  occasion,  and  the  suggestion  that  it  be  struck  in  leather 
merely  as  a novelty  was  promptly  agreed  to.  The  leather  is  black,  nearly  a 
quarter  inch  thick,  and  is  illustrated  here.  They  were  distributed  to  mem- 
bers and  visitors  at  the  anniversary  meeting. 


NORWAY  LS.SUES  COM.MEMORATIVE  MEDAL. 

The  courtesy  of  Lieut.  Fritz  Treschow,  of  Fritzoehus,  Norway,  and  Kars- 
holm-Sloth,  Sweden,  enables  us  to  reproduce  the  medal  struck  in  commemo- 
ration of  the  battle  of  Stiklestad  in  1030,  where  King  Olav  the  saint  fell. 


The  obverse  shows  the  King  seated,  with  the  Riks-globe  in  his  left  hand 
and  a battle  ax  in  his  right  hand.  Inscription,  “Rex  Norveg  St.  Olavus.” 
The  reverse  has  the  ancient  Norwegian  crest,  with  inscription,  “Olavs  Minne. 
1030  1930.”  The  medal  was  designed  by  Sculptor  Stinius,  of  Trondhjem, 
and  the  engraving  was  by  Justering  Master  Eriksen.  of  the  Royal  Mint.

Col.,  now  sends  us  a note  with  similar  char- 
acteristics. It  is  a $10  note  of  the  New  Orleans  Improvement  and  Banking 
Company,  the  name  of  which  is  printed  both  in  English  and  in  French 
(Banque  des  Ameliorations).  Across  the  left  end  is  “Ten  Dollars,”  and 
across  the  right  end.  “Dix  Piastres.”  The  note  was  issued  in  1836  and  has 
no  printing  on  the  back. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  term  “Dixie  Land”  as  applied  to  the  South  had  its 
origin  in  the  use  of  the  French  “Dix”  on  some  of  the  paper  money  issued  in 
Louisiana  before  the  Civil  War.  We  doubt  if  such  was  the  real  origin  of 
the  term.  The  large  French  population  of  New  Orleans  made  the  use  of 
the  French  “Dix”  on  $10  notes  advisable  for  those  who  could  not  read 
English,  possibly.  But  that  this  purely  local  practice  should  have  led  to  the 
entire  South  being  called  Dixie  Land  seems  improbable.  It  might  prove  in- 
teresting if  some  one  would  probe  this  matter  a little  more  deeply.

The  Buffalo  convention  of  the  A.  N.  A.  elected  Georse  J.  Bauei-,  of 
Rochester,  N,  Y.,  president  for  the  coming  year,  and  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  he  will  be  a worthy  successor  to  President  Markus,  The  selection 
of  a member  as  President  from  the  ranks  is  unusual.  Mr.  Bauer  has  never 
held  office  in  the  Association,  except  a year  or  two  as  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  several  years  ago.

In  his  younger  days  he  was  a ^l^aler  n co  ns  ii  a ^ 

in  late  years  he  has  been,  as  he  says,  only  a '“ViiiT  exhibirs  at 

collector— a real  numismatist  in  ^"^reek  and  Roman  coins,  though 

conventions  will  attest.  His  specialty  is  (.leeK  ana 
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some  say  he  has  side  lines  as  well.  Be  that  as  it  may,  his  chief  interest  is 
in  the  ancients,  and  he  knows  his  subject  well.  He  has  traveled  extensively 
and  has  made  two  or  three  visits  to  the  cities  and  sites  of  cities  in  which 
many  of  the  ancient  coins  were  struck. 

Mr.  Bauer  has  been  engaged  in  the  automobile  business  for  twenty-five 
years  and  has  three  sons  in  business  with  him.  He  was  born  in  Rochester 
on  September  15,  1870,  and  is,  consequently,  60  years  of  age.  He  began 
collecting  coins  when  about  14  years  old.  starting  with  the  large  copper 
cents,  some  of  which  were  still  in  circulation  at  that  time,  as  well  as  some 
of  the  fractional  currency.  After  several  years  of  endeavor  to  form  a col- 
lection of  cents,  half  cents,  quarters  and  ha’f  dollars,  he  became  a dealer  in 
a small  way  and  bought  and  sold  a few  coins  and  issued  several  catalogs. 
In  1888  he  had  a collection  of  American  coins  large  enough  to  exhibit  at  the 
International  Fair,  which  was  held  annually  at  Buffalo,  and  the  cash  prize 
for  the  best  exhibit  went  to  him.  There  was  a lull  in  his  collecting  activi- 
ties during  1890-1891,  during  which  time  he  was  married.  The  collecting 
fever  soon  returned,  and  he  formed  a number  of  collecting  friendships 
among  them  being  Fred  E.  Merritt,  Dr.  French,  Will  Ballard,  Henry  Brayer! 
John  C.  Lighthouse  and  Joseph  Hooper.  He  also  formed  the  acquaintance 
of  Dr.  B.  P.  Wright,  a well-known  collector  of  that  time,  then  living  at 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  in  a peculiar  manner.  George  was  touring  the  Syracuse 
section  on  his  bicycle,  when  the  machine  became  unmanageable  and  went 
down  Camillus  hill.  He  was  picked  up  considerably  bruised  and  cut  and 
taken  to  Dr.  Wright’s  office,  where  he  was  patched  up,  and  then  they  held  a 
little  coin  session.  George  became  famous  in  Western  New  York  as  a track 
bicycle  rider,  and  a record  of  a mile  in  1.58  3-5  still  stands  to  his  credit  at 
the  Maplewood  half-mile  track  at  Elmira.  His  bicycle  enthusiasm  only  re- 
tarded but  did  not  dim  the  collecting  spirit.  From  Americana  he  formed  a 
general  collection  and  broadened  his  field,  and  early  the  ancient  coins,  with 
their  history  of  the  dim  past,  became  the  leaders  of  his  collection.  By  con- 
tact with  other  collectors  and  attending  seventeen  A.  N.  A.  conventions  new 
lessons  were  constantly  learned,  he  says.  He  has  made  three  trips  to  coun- 
tries bordering  on  the  Mediterranean,  with  George  A.  Gillette  as  numismatic 
travel  guide,  and  has  inspected  collections  in  most  of  the  large  cities  of 
Europe  and  many  of  the  dealers’  stocks.  He  is  a Life  Member  of  the  A.  N.  A.

Our  member,  Mr.  Ralph  E.  Case,  exhibited  a book  just  published  by  the 
International  Nickel  Company,  the  title  “Nickel  Coins  ’ Mr.  Case  discusser 
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the  different  percentages  of  nickel  and  informed  the  club  that  the  only  coins 
that  are  illustrated  in  this  book  are  those  that  would  be  known  as  pure 
nickel  coins,  namely  9 9 per  cent.  pure.

Invitation’’  of  the  Medallic  Art  Company,  of  New  York.  This  fine  piece  was 
admired  by  all  and  is  a desirable  augmentation  to  the  series  of  large  medals 
in  the  club’s  cabinet.

The  following  were  present:  Messrs.  Harger,  Gilman,  Covert,  Fleming, 
Schunke,  Clark,  Girmann,  Bingham,  Lange,  Hopkins,  O’Hara,  Schmahl, 
Lloyd,  Gilroy,  Miller,  and  Becker.  Visitor  and  speaker  of  the  evening,  Mr. 
Kercheval  Dittmar.  local  sculptor,  guest  of  Mr.  Harger.  President  Gilroy 
called  the  meeting  to  order  and  requested  Mr.  Harger  to  introduce  the 
speaker,  Mr.  Dittmar. 

Mr.  Dittmar  gave  a very  interesting  talk  on  coins  of  the  Vikings.  He 
began  by  stating  that  he  early  took  an  interest  in  Norse  history,  which  was 
greatly  augmented  when  his  parents  took  him  to  Christiania  to  see  the 
famous  Viking  ship  which  was  exhumed  in  1886.  Mr.  Dittmar  related  how 
he  had  desired  the  possession  of  the  very  scarce  piece  of  Viking  money.  It 
was  obtained  from  the  museum  of  the  college  where  he  studied. 

The  coin  was  a rough  iron  bar  about  three-eighths  inch  thick  and  a little 
over  one  foot  in  length.  One  end  was  pierced,  the  other  flattened  spoonlike. 
These  bars,  according  to  Mr.  Dittmar,  were  used  as  barter  money  by  the  Vik- 
ings during  the  Dark  Ages  and  after,  mostly  before  the  series  of  coins  were 
adopted  in  Scandinavia.  Commenting  on  the  voyages  of  the  Norsemen,  the 
speaker  claimed  that  the  adventure  trips  were  incited  purely  by  greed  and 
love  of  plunder,  and  not  by  any  altruistic  motives  or  purely  adventurous 
spirits. 

The  voyage  of  Leif  Ericsson  about  1000  A.  D.  was  mentioned  as  one  of 
many  such  voyages  which  are  now  believed  to  have  taken  place  from  1000 
A.  D.  to  as  late  as  1350.  Not  only  did  Norse  colonies  actually  exist  on  the 
coast  line  of  America,  but  there  is  now  to  be  shown  that  there  is  evidence 
that  they  penetrated  the  continent  as  far  as  Spokane,  Wash. 

Mr.  Dittmar  elaborated  on  the  iron  money.  The  barter  bar  was  the  only 
medium  of  exchange,  except  wire  money  of  gold.  The  great  amount  of  argu- 
ing that  took  place  in  any  trade  prevented  the  buyer  from  desiring  any  fixed- 
value  money  which  would  not  have  been  easily  manipulated  or  leave  any- 
thing to  be  gained  by  bargaining.  The  flat  surface  was  easily  broken,  this 
being  necessitated  by  the  merchants  who  wished  to  test  the  temper  of  the 
bar. 

The  speaker  described  how  the  iron  was  obtained  by  surface  reduction 
after  being  taken  from  iron-ore  deposits  along  stream  beds  and  swamps. 
Forty  bars  was  the  price  of  a horse.  A slave  could  be  had  for  one  hundred 
bars.  Export  of  the  bars  because  of  their  value  as  iron  to  be  used  in  the 
arts  caused  most  of  them  to  flow  out  into  Europe,  with  the  result  that  there 
are  now  very  few  to  be  seen  in  Scandinavia,  and  they  may  be  classed  as 
rare  in  the  New  World. 

Mr.  Dittmar’s  talk  was  replete  with  humorous  stories  and  curious  incidents 
in  the  life  of  the  speaker.  He  described  himself  as  a poor  collector,  having 
only  the  one  coin  to  show  after  a long  period  of  collecting  various  objects 

in  his  occupation.  . , 

The  club  gave  Mr.  Dittmar  a rising  vote  of  thanks.  All  membeis  eiijoye 
the  talk  immensely.  Mr.  Harger  succeeded  in  announcing  the  occasion  in  the 

press,  which  helped  the  attendance.  . • „ 

The  press  responded  with  additional  remarks  on  the  occasion  in  the  lu  s- 
day  editions  and  have  been  placed  in  the  records  with  the  minutes. 
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The  secretary  read  communications  from  Mr.  Thorson  and  Mr.  Wilson. 
The  proxy  was  explained  to  the  members,  who  were  instructed  to  hold  them 
and  present  them  at  the  convention. 

A motion  carried  that  the  club  endorse  the  candidacy  of  George  J.  Bauer 
for  President  of  the  A.  N.  A.  Motions  also  carried  for  the  club’s  vote  on  the 
entire  series  of  candidates. 

Mr.  Gilroy  announced  the  arrival  of  the  badges.  He  stated  that  he  would 
display  them  at  the  next  meeting  and  apologized  for  forgetting  to  bring  one 
for  the  inspection  of  the  members  during  the  meeting. 

The  question  of  having  the  convention  badge  medal  struck  in  silver  was 
opened.  On  a trial  order  sufficient  demand  was  found,  and  a motion  carried 
that  the  badge  be  struck  in  coin  silver  in  proof,  to  be  sold  at  a price  just 
above  the  cost.  About  twenty  pieces  were  ordered.  A list  of  the  orders 
was  taken  by  the  secretary. 

Mr.  Hopkins  received  the  exhibits  of  several  members  to  be  placed  on 
exhibition  at  the  convention  in  the  club  cases. 

A census  was  taken  of  those  who  expected  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the 
convention.  The  list,  omitting  absentees,  amounted  to  some  fourteen,  with 
several  more  certain  registrants  not  present. 

The  program  was  reviewed  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  and  the  press.

ODD  MIST.AKES  EN  HANK  NOTeS"^ 

Rarely  do  imperfect  or  misprinted  bank  notes  evade  the  vigilinceljf  Uncle 
Sam’s  inspectors  in  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  Perhaps  the 
most  extraordinary  misprint  that  ever  slipped  through  was’a  '?50  jpational 
bank  note.  This,  it  appears,  actually  found  its  way  into  circulation.  The 
manner  of  its  discovery  was  odd.  A clerk  in  a Western  hotel,  in  niftKing  up 
his  accounts,  one  day  found  a discrepancy  he  could  not  explain,  i He  placed 
the  pile  of  bills  at  his  left  hand,  and,  as  he  counted  each  one„|tunied  the 
note  over  and  deposited  it  on  a pile  at  his  right.  ^ 

He  found  that  when  he  counted  from  left  to  right  his  cash  halaoce.d  exact- 
ly. but  when  he  counted  it  back  again  a shortage  of  S50  was  sU(y<y  He 
consumed  two  hours  in  a vain  endeavor  to  find  out  what  was  ti  e flatter, 
and  finally  was  obliged  to  call  on  the  manager  for  assistance.' 

The  manager  himself  had  no  better  success.  .-Xgain  and  a.giain  he  qjnunted 
the  bills,  always  with  tlie  same  result — one  time  the  cash  bafance-J  alvd  the 
next  the  shortage  was  developed.  Finally  each  bill  was  examiajpd  separately, 
both  obverse  and  reverse,  whereupon  the  mystified  men  discovered  the, ca\ise 
of  their  trouble.  One  of  the  bills  had  the  design  of  ?50  on  tli|i  oTututle  and 
that  of  $lnO  on  the  reverse.  It  further  appeared  that  the  clerk  hat'  rT*c<'ived 
the  bill  a.-;  .?inn 
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Communication  -with  the  Treasury  Department  was  had  and  it  was  found 
that  that  department  had  a record  of  the  bill.  It  was  discovered  in  1890 
that  one  sheet  of  bank  notes  printed  for  a national  bank  of  Kansas  City  had 
been  reversed  in  the  press.  One  plate  bore  the  obverse  of  a |50  bill  at  the 
top  and  the  obverse  of  a ,|100  bill  at  the  bottom.  The  other  plate  bore  the 
reverse  of  the  two  notes.  After  each  had  been  printed  it  was  laid  aside  to 
dry  before  being  run  through  for  the  obverse  printing.  In  some  way  the 
pressman  had  turned  one  sheet  upside  down,  with  the  result  that  two  mis- 
printed bills  came  forth — one  with  a |50  obverse  and  |100  reverse,  the 
other  with  a .?100  obverse  and  a $50  reverse. 

The  cashier  of  the  bank  was  the  first  to  become  aware  of  the  error.  He 
found  that  something  was  wrong,  after  he  had  paid  out  the  note  with  the 
$50  face  and  the  $100  back,  by  coming  across  the  one  with  the  $100  face 
and  the  $50  back.  The  note  held  by  the  cashier  was  returned  to  the  Treas- 
ury and  destroyed,  a perfect  note  being  issued  in  its  stead. 

Errors  were  discovered  in  the  design  of  the  1880  silver  certificates.  These 
were  more  the  fault  of  the  engraver  than  the  printer. 

On  the  188  0 notes  is  found  a Treasury  seal  entirely  different  from  any 
other  ever  used  by  the  Government.  The  key,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
important  symbols  of  the  seal,  shows  a handle  at  the  left-hand  side  instead 
of  the  right  as  on  all  others. 

The  shield  is  of  different  shape  and  the  stars  are  larger.  The  two  ends  of 
the  band  surrounding  the  symbols  are  fastened  with  a buckle,  which  in  no 
other  instance  plays  a part  in  the  design  of  a Treasury  seal.  This  is  the 
only  issue  of  notes  on  which  the  peculiar  seal  was  used,  and  collectors  of 
paper  money  include  them  among  the  errors  or  freaks. 

The  $1,  $2  and  $5  silver  certificates  of  the  1915  issue  occur  with  what  are 
known  as  inverted  backs.  As  a matter  of  fact,  this  is  an  erroneous  deviation, 
inasmuch  as  they  are  really  inverted  fronts.  These  bills  are  sought  by  col- 
lectors, who  pay  a premium  for  them  when  in  fine  condition. 

Another  curiosity  is  a |1  note  of  the  Second  National  Bank  of  Ravenna, 
Ohio.  This  lacks  the  signature  of  both  the  president  and  the  cashier,  al- 
though it  was  circulated  and  never  challenged. 

A $1  national  bank  note  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Pall  River.  Massa- 
chusetts, also  lacks  both  signatures,  which  seems  not  to  have  interfered  with 
its  being  offered  and  accepted  as  money.  Still  another  $1  note  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  lacks  the  signature  of  the  president. 

Slight  as  are  these  errors  or  omissions,  they  give  additional  value  to  such 
bills  in  the  eyes  of  collectors  of  paper  money,  who  are  glad  to  pay  a premium 
for  them. 

It  is  not  known  how  many  of  the  bills  of  the  1915  issue  are  in  circulation 
with  inverted  design,  but  it  is  thought  that  there  are  not  many. — Everett 
Spring,  in  the  Classmate.  ^ 


GERMANY  TO  HAA'E  NON-INFLAMMABEE  PAPER  >IONEY. 

A new  unburnable  paper  currency  to  replace  that  hurriedly  issued  at  the 
time  of  the  stabilization  of  the  mark  will  make  its  appearance  in  Germany 
some  time  this  Autumn,  according  to  a press  dispatch.  Besides  being  no'i"
